SAULSBÜRY OFFERS ^ 
SWEEPING MEASURE 


Would Enable President to 
Act Without Further 
Move by Congress. 


AVashington, Feb. 13.—A bill 
directed against ruthless subma- 
rine warfare and proposing to 
open the ports, harbors and waters 
of the United States in time of 
war to warships or vessels of bel- 
ligerents against whom such war- 
fare is waged, was introduced to- 
day by Senator Saulsbury, of 
Delaware, president pro tempore 
of the senate and a member of the 
foreign relations committee. 


At his request it was referred to that 
committee. The bill is entitled "An act 
to discourage the violation of interna- 
tional law upon the high seas." 


How It Would Operate. 


"This measure," said Senator Sauls- 
bury, "would enable the government 
without a declaration of war to assist 
in preventing violation of international 
rights at sea by giving assistance to 
those engaged in abating unrecognized 
and unwarianted systems of warfare. 
It is a step that may be effective in the 
present international crisis without a 
declaration of war on our part."

him that they were tired of the war, 
but nevertheless determined to hold 
out. Many of them earn good wages, 
virtually all of which they spend for 
food, and they are thus better off than 
persons higher in the social scale. Mr.

the streets, carting goods and per- 
forming other labor. 
He said they 
•were never molested or insulted. 
Of 
Mr. Wurs-lin's ten American associates 
Bibout half had decided to remain in 
Germany, whatever happened. 


The other American is a New York 
business man v^'lio said the food situa- 
tion was very bad in Frankfort. 
He 
told harrowing stories of tlie hardships 
undergone by the people who, he said, 
were utterly weary of the war, but en- 
tirely devoted to the military leaders. 


Both these men asserted that the 
\jreak between Germany and Americ-a 
had caused no excitement, that Ameri- 
cans in 
Germany -were 
being well 
treated and that no apprehension need 
be felt for the welfare of thOse left 
behind. While agreeing that most ar- 
ticles erf food were still to be had by 
persons with well filled purses they 
fiaid the poorer classes were suffering, 
but that the country was not near the 
etarvation point. 


lilVING CONDITIONS HARD. 


Ajnericans In Gerard's Party Discuss 
German Food Supply. 


Berne, Feb. 
13.—Americans 
who 
arrived here from Germany with Am- 
bassador Gerard, are congratulating 
themselves on 
having 
escaped the 
hard living conditions of Berlin. 


Butchers' 
windows, 
well 
stocked 
with assorted meats, such as are seen 
here, are an unwonted sight in Berlin. 
Meat is now so scarce in the German 
capital that it is never hung in win- 
dows to attract buyers, but is speed- 
ily distributed 
without advertising. 
Customers keep in close touch with 
the butcher so as to know when the 
next meager supply will be on sale. 


The maximum price for pork and 
mutton range from fifty to seventy 
%:ents, but a dollar more is paid at 
back doors, for, despite 
Germany's 
genius for organization, much sur- 
reptious dealing prevails. 


The people of Berlin are undoubt- 
edly suffering from lack of food. 
It 
Is generally asserted tlTat in the coun- 
try districts the food problem is less 
pressing than in the big cities, and 
producers sue retaining supplies for 
home consumption. 


In spite, however, that food is very 
scarce, one seldom sees anyone show- 
ing 
marks 
of 
underfeeding. 
Some, 
elderly persons 
and 
some anxious 
mothers^ look emaciated, and reduced 
weight is quite general. 
A common 
question asked when friends meet is, 
"How many pounds have you lost?" 
Physicians are writing in the medical 
Jonrnals that children are now evi- 
dently under nourished, particularly 
lacking fats, yet the merry sledding 
throngs in the parks during the last 
month never suggested lack of food. 


The general verdict 
is that 
the 
health of the people Is better than 
before the war, when overeating had 
almost assumed the character of na- 
tional besetting sin. 


The difficulties of 
the 
situation, 
however, have not altered the confi- 
denc« of the authorities that the exist- 
ing supplies will suffice until the next 
crop by careful husbanding. 


CAIiliS TRADES UNIONISTS. 


Switzerland Also Summons Soclalfsts 
to the Colors. 


London, Feb. 13.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Beme says that the German au- 
thorities have suddenly called to the 
colors all officials of trade unions and 
socialist organizations. These officials 
who aggregate ten thousand in num- 
ber, have previously been exempt from 
naiUtary service. 


S. M. Foster Shows Mer- 
chants the Many Defects 
in the Old One. 


DIES AT AGE OF 8$ YEARS. 


Wellesley, 
Mass., 
Feb. 
13.—Mrs. 
PauHne A. Durant, widow of Henry F. 
Durant, founder of Wellesley college, 
died yesterday. 
She was bom eighty- 
flve years 
ago 
In Alexandria, New 
Hampshire. 


Many of the defects in the present 
basic law of Indiana were pointed out 
by Samuel M. Foster, president of the 
German-American bank, in an address 
Monday evening at the regular month- 
ly meeting of the Fort Wayne Retail 
Merchants' association ar the Com- 
mercial club. 


Mr. Foster toid of the need of a 
new constitution in a manner thg,t 
left little argument for those who are 
opposed to a change, many of whom, 
the speaker declared, were prompted 
entirely by selfish interests. 
Others, 
he said, are opposed to a new consti- 
tution because they are afraid 
to* 
adapt themselves to modern methods. 


Mr. Foster pointed to the fact that 
the present constitution, under which 
the Hoosiers are living, is a partisan 
instrument born of a convention, 
the 
delegates to which being selected on 
a 
partisan 
ticket 
and 
numbered 
ninety-flve 
democrats and 
flfty-flve 
whigs. 


Mr. Foster said that the man who 
opposed a new constitution should be 
regarded in the same light as a man 
who persists in 
using an 
electric 
dynamo or an electric motor that had 
been Installed twenty-five years • ago 
and which he refused to have replaced 
with a modern one. 
The speaker re- 
lated that without a doubt this sort of 
man would be regarded as one who 
could not cope with present day con- 
ditions, because the present day ma- 
chinei-y offers jnany more conven- 
iences than the machine of a quarter 
of a century ago. 
"It is much 
the 
same with the constitution of our 
state," said the speaker. 


He gave a history of the movement 
towards the realization of a new con- 
stitution, and declared that from now 
on until the convention on January 8, 
1918, the entire state ought to give it- 
self over through the press and in 
meetings such as the one at which he 
was speaking, to open public discus- 
sion touching the various needs in a 
new constitution. 
^ 


Gives Marsliall Credit. 


^tr. Foster said in part in telling of 
the origin of the movement: 
"You 
will recall that it was our own Tom 
Marshall, who when governor, sought 
to cut the Gordonion knot that binds 
us by 'doing it himself,' rather than 
leaving it for 'George' to do. 


"Almost everybody was willing to 
admit that' Mr. Marshall's constitu- 
tion had in it much that was good, 
though it fell far short of meeting the 
needs of the situation. 
The courts, 
however, very properly and promptly 
held that the manner of doing what it 
attempted to do was so contrary to 
our theory of government that it were 
better to enduit the ills we had than 
to secure relief by such a questionable 
method. But ^Governor Marshall's ill- 
fated effort served to advance 
the 
cause by focusing' attention upon the 
imperative needs of the state. 


"Since the Marshall constitution was 
put to sleep so effectually it has been 
Fort 
Wayne and northern 
Indiana 
more than any other section of the 
state that have kept the fires burning 
and persistently refused to see any- 
thing but ultimate success. Therefore, 
with charity for all and with malice 
toward none, we are much inclined to 
jublicate over the victory that has iJfeen 
won." 


The meeting itself was the best ever 
held by the association. 
Immediately 
after the dinner, the 
popping 
of 
matches and the 'going-up' of cigar- 
ettes and cigars helped acquaintance- 
ship and good fellowship along. Col. 
D. N. Foster was asked to speak by 
President Koerber.

Call for Best Brains 
and Biggest Hearts 


AVhen the exact truth regarding the courteous treatment accord- 
ed ("ount von Bernstorff in Washington and the plain disposition of 
the American goVernment to treat fairly and justly the German sail- 
ors interned in this country finally reaches Berlin, it can have no other 
effect than to promptly clear vip misunderstandings and ease a tension 
on this score that is now clearly apparent. It is resulting in the deten- 
tion in Berlin of some seventy-two American sailors taken from Brit- 
ish ships by German sea raiders, and whose release had earlier been 
•greed upon. It will help much if just now there is on both sides of 
the question a reflection that hasty assumption is probably erroneous 
assumption, and that if the situation is to be happily cleared away it 
ean be most quickly brought about by keeping heads cool and feot 
warm. 


The almost unprecedented sustained period of zero temperature 
ifluring the past few days has brought the coal situation in Indiana to 
a critical stage once more, and several Northeastern Indiana towns 
have appealed to Governor Goodrich and the state utilities commission 
for assistance in obtaining fuel. Fort Wayne, while its supply has 
been short, has thus far been able to escape actual suffering on this 
account, and we may consider ourselves fortunate. Meantime, there 
is every reason why the fuel situation should be met with every pos- 
sible economy consistent with comfort, at least until the stress of chill 
has eased up on the demand a bit and supplies are more adequate. 


Representative Bartcl has ready for presentation in the Indiana 
liouse a bill to permit cities to decide for themselves by election 
whether they desire to establish a commission or commission-manager 
form of government. Prohibition, constitutional convention and other 
reform legislation has run the gauntlet so successfully at this session 
that Mr. Bartel has doubtless decided that the time to get is when the 
getting is good.

A new fundamental law for Indiana is 
at least in prospect. 
The 70th general 
assembly hag provided for a constit\i- 
tional revision convention. Voters of the 
state, accordingly, have more than the 
primaries and a municipal election in 
cities, to contend with this year. 
On 
the third Tuesday in September they are 
to choose delegates to this constitution- 
al convention, and herein lies a task. 


The constitutional 
convention 
which 
convenes in January next year, calls for 
an assemblage of the best brains and 
biggest liearts of the state. 


Very appropriately the assembly has 
made it a non-partisan affair. 
There 
will be no party labels on the election 
ballots; no nominating conventions or 
primaries. 


Petitions for a place on the ballot call 
for the names of 200 voters. 
As many 
can run for delegateships as can securc 
that number of petitioners. 
Those re- 
ceiving the largest 
number 
of votes, 
equal to the number of delegates per- 
missible from each representative dis- 
trict, are elected. 
St. Joseph county is 
entitled to three. 
Besides the people 
of the county will help choose fifteen 
from the state at large. 


The framing of a constitutional con- 
vention for the State is not a legislative 
performance. It is a declaration of prin- 
ciples, plus a governmental framework, 
perpetuating the body politic, and pre- 
sci ibing its functions and limitations. 


A porisiitution, when adopted, ia a 
tiling that stands until the people them- 
selves confirm a change. 
All activities 
of government must revolve within its 
scope. 


It is a task for big men; not lawyers 


alone, nor preachers, 
nor 
medics, nor 
financiers, nor busineis men, nor work- 
ingmen, nor reactionaries, nor reform- 
ers—-but a task for all of them, and I bc 
best among them. 


They need to be forward-looking men. 
They need to be men reputed for a sense 
of consideration for the public good; 
suftioiently socialized to enable them to 
place the public welfare above private 
gain; with a motto emblazoned on their 
souls that reads, "Humanity first." 


The choice of delegates to the consti- 
tutional contention might well already 
begin its demand on public thought. 
It 
is no matter to be trifled with. 
Chang- 
ing the fundamental law of the state is 
a serious matter, but not a dangerous 
one if the right kind of brains and spirit 
are put into it. 


Tricksters who would conatitutionalize 
for special privilege or for particular in- 
terests must be kept out if possible, or 
if thej' .'ilip in, Jiecd tu be cautiously and 
eflic'ieiitly watched. 


ilatlical proposals 
for 
constitutional 
changes are also euro to be submitted. 
; These, on the other hand, need also to 
be carefully "weighed in the balances" 
and not adopted if "found wanting." The 
constitution read literally as it is, might 
be readily construed to grant 
pretty 
much all that the people want under it, 
had it not been surrounded by judicial 
limitations, read into it by our lego-ar- 
istocracy, establishing precedents which 
each successive aggregation 
of 
jurists 
find themselves afraid to overrule. 


The Indiana constitution today, in its 
lack of responsiveness to the demands of 
the people, sufTers much more from the 
decisions of the courts than it does from 
its own literal pronouncements. 
It has 
been hemmed in by political benches of 
this partisan complexion and that, seek- 
ing to prevent effectiveness to opposition 
party policies, or tied down by prece- 
dents accumulated from elsewhere, un- 
til, to speak figurftrtively, the poor, de-

It calls for men, big men; big in mind 
and heart.

To the end that justice may be re- 
established, public order promoted and 
maintained, and liberty and equality— 
not license and privilege—be perpetuat- 
ed, the constitutional convention calls 
for men; men who are men first, and 
their special calling, occupation or pro- 
fession afterward.

This step was taken in reply to an 
order f r o m the German 
authorities 
that Americans must withdraw from 
the provinces of Belgium and northern 
France, leaving only a few of their 
representatives, 
headed 
by 
Brand 
Whitlock, American minister to Bel- 
gium, in Brussels. 


Commission Explains Action. 


The action of the commlBsion is exx- 
plained in 
the 
following statement 
which was given to the 
Associated 
Press by directors of the commission 
in London: 


"We were advised February 12 by 
Director 
W a r r e n 
C. 
Gregory 
f r o m 
Brussels t h a t Baron von der Lancken 
(civil governor of Brussels) had no- 
tified him that American citizens could 
no longer occupy positions in connec- 
tion with the commission in the occu- 
pied territories of F r a n c e and 
Bel- 
gium, but that a few Americans, a m o n g 
them Brand Whitlock, might reside in 
Brussels and exercise general super- 
vision over the work. 
Mr. Whitlock, 
however, was to have no diplomatic 
standing. 
Further, automobiles 
and 
other means of communication would 
be denied Americans. 


Cannot Carry Out Purposes. 


After 
earnest

Ambassador Page, the directors of the 
commission in London, acting in ac- 
cord with Herbert C. Hoover, chair- 
m a n of the commission, instructed Mr. 
Gregory in inform t h e German author- 
ities t h a t in view of their order the 
Americans could no longer 
exercise 
their functions In the occupied terri- 
tories and t h a t as under these condi- 
tions the American members of the 
commission could no longer carry out 
their responsibilities and undertakings 
to other interested governments and 
fulfill their duties toward the''peoples 
of BelgiTim «rnd nortliern France, the 
Americans wouUl officially withdraw 
from participation in the work of relief 
in the occupied districts. 


"Mr. Gregory was advised to arrange 
for all his men to leave Belgium im- 
mediately, except a few w h o are to 
close the commission's affairs and take 
steps to see that there be no Interrup- 
tion In the service ponding the reor- 
ganization of the work."

I^ondon,

"hooligrans," as they are often called in 
this country, are beinsr transformed 
on an extensive scale. 
One way to re- 
form them la to take them to instruc- 
tive moving picture siiows and to al- 
low them to mingrle with the good Boy 
Scouts, according to some of the rem- 
edies outlined by Lieutenant General 
Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell, 
the chief 
scout. 


"Tlie problem is to get hold of the 
existing hooligan and tame him," said 
the chief. 
"In Birmingham they have' 
formed 
what

reserve 
scouts." 'There are 2,090 young hooli- 
gans who are honorary members of 
scout troops, and they are allowed to 
play games without taking up scout- 
ing at all unless they wish, but 90 per 
cent, of them want to become scouts 
aftor they have been playing a week 
or two. .

into effect. 
There is no doubt in the 
minds of Mr. Hoover and his asso- 
ciates that such plans can be worked 
out successfully and the relief contin- 
ued without interruption provided the 
Germans do not interfere. 


The American commission

from Belgium and northern 
France 
will continue its activities toward ob- 
taining funds and will co-operate with 
the new organization formed to dis- 
tribute supplies.

work will be taken up by a Joint board 
of Dutch and Spanish. 


Notification that American citizens 
could no longer occupy

in 
connection with the relief commission 
in the occupied territory of France and 
Belgium came from Baron von 
der 
Lancken, civil governor 
of 
Brussels 
and reached the officers of the com- 
mission here through their represen- 
tatives in Brussels and London. 
The 
German government expressed a will- 
ingness to permit a few 
Americans, 
among them Brand Whitlock, Ameri- 
can minister to Belgium, to reside in 
Brussels and exercise general super- 
vision over the work, but said that au- 
tomobiles and other means of commu- 
nication would be denied Americans.

W. B. Piatt Aided in Trail- 
ing Crook Who Ruined 
Theodore Meyer. 


The golden vein of human confidence 
will be safe from the minings of James 
H. McNicholas, alias Edward C. Wallace 
and J. H. Mason, America's keenest mine 
swindler, for at least the next thirteen 
months. 
He was sent to federal prison, 
at Atlanta, Ga., last Saturday, as the 
end of fourteen years of trailing, by the 
government, while this brilliant mining 
schemer flitted over the land and blasted 
at the base of fortunes. 


W. 
B. 
Piatt, 
postoffice inspector, 
whose office is in the federal building, in 
Fort Wayne, was one of the most persis- 
tent of the government men who worked 
towairds the undoing 
of 
McNicholas. 
Piatt compiled results of investigation 
in Oregon, Colorado an(i Idaho, where 
the rich ore mines of McNicholas were 
found to be Avoru out silver runs or 
worthless earth heaps. Piatt prepared 
the evidence before the federal grand 
jury, at Cleveland, in 1912, when Mc- 
Nicholas was first indicted for using the 
mails to defraud. 


Among victims of this James Rufus 
Wallingford of mining finance .was Theo- 
dore F. Meyer, who at one time lived 
in Fort Wayne but was head of a string 
of drug stores in St. Louis when McNich- 
olas gulled him out of ijilOO.OOO. Mevcr 
was forced into bankniptcv bv dealings 
with McNicholas. J. H. Mathers, of Chi- 
cago, was another 
wealthy merchant, 
who lost a million and a half of dollars 
in following the mining i>lans of McNich- 
olas. 


Plan of the clever promoter was to 
organize a niinitig company. 
He general- 
ly owned the worn out'piece of land 
into which the gold seeking shafts were 
to be sunk. 
He incorporated score.s of 
companies. One of his favorites was the 
Reduction Mines and Milling companv, 
of Silverton, CfWorado. 
Brilliant schenie 
to install machinery and work a wealth 
of ])recious metals from tlie vielding 
earth was aided by tlio silver ring of 
the name of the town itself. 


So realistic were the picturings of 
AIcNicholas tJiat lie obtained mocy 
from 
mining engineers themselves. 
One well 
known engineer in Denver, Colo., gave 
$1,000 towards the Silverton project. 


It was only after McNicholas had 
obtained 
considerable 
wealth 
from 
years of this artful swindling that i'ov- 
ernment experts detected the dross in 
his nuggret promises. 
McNicholas v.as 
In Cleveland when investigation was 
at its height and Piatt was called in 
the case. 


Geologists and specialists were sent 
into the weest to test the mining lands 
which McNicholas told about in his 
communications 
with 
Wealthy 
men. 
The lands were valueless as 
far 
as 
precious 
metals 
were 
concerned, 
it 
was found. 
On October 9. 1912, Mc- 
Nicholas was indicted. 


One of the men whom he had duped 
told a newspaper i-eporter about the 
Indictment. 
Next day the press her- 
alded the news from coast to coast. 
McNicholas sat in a San Francisco ho- 
tel lounging after his breakfast when 
he read the news. 
He was on his way 
into Mexico in ten minutes. 


On January 30, 1913, he was cap- 
tured when he was masquerading un- 
der the name of Edward C. Wallace, 
mining engineer, at Boston. 
He was 
taken to Cleveland. 
On the day be- 
fore his trial he escaped from the city 
jail through a mistake of one of tlie 
guards. 


McNichollas made his way to Can- 
ada. 
Working hard upon his trail the 
government ferrets followed to Liver- 
pool, England, and south into Africa. 
They later picked up trace of him in 
South America. 


McNicholas longed for a sight of his 
home land and was in New York last 
December. 
He was captured when ho 
had been in port but a 
few 
hours. 
Again he was taken to Cleveland. 
He 
offered to plead guilty to the defraud- 
ing charge if one of the counts was 
removed. 
He was kept in jail for a 
month because he could not furnish 
$20,000 bond while the case was con- 
sidered. 


On February 6 he was allowed to 
plead guilty 
to 
the 
charge. 
He Is 
now in Atlanta, Ga. 
He will serve 
thirteen months' sentence. 


"I am going to work my mines and 
pay back -every cent I ever took from 
anybody," the papers quote McNich- 
olas as saying. 


A Sentinel reporter asked Inspector 
Piatt about his faith in that statement, 
Tuesday. 


"I would hate to be one of the men 
he owes. 
I would be afraid he would 
come and borrow some more money," 
said Piatt.

Over 25,000 lioaded Cars Held U p West 
of Cliicago~-Worst in History. 


(Railway 
Age-Gazette.) 


The congestion of freight cars In 
western terminals, which first became 
acute about six weeks ago when east- 
ern lines placed general embargoes on 
eastbound business, has again become 
a distressing problem. 
A short period 
of mild weather in J a n u a r y permitted 
some appreciable improvement in the 
situation, but the coming of the se- 
verest cold spell of the winter, begin- 
ning on F e b r u a r y 1, has resulted in the 
worst congestion of the winter. 
At the 
time of writing the available sources 
of 
information 
indicate 
that 
f r o m 
20,000 to 25,000 cars destined to east- 
ern points are-standing on lines west 
of Lake Michigan and 
the 
Illinois- 
Indiana boundary, detained on account 
of embargoes. 
Of this n u m b e r about 
one-third ^<^ere within 
the 
Chicago 
switching 
district. 
The 
restrictions 
placed on trAffic by eastern roads have 
stopped the movement of practically 
all freight, 
with 
minor 
exceptions 
varying with the different lines, in- 
cluding perishables and livestocTc, coal 
c o n s i ^ e d to hospitals and public utili- 
ties, f a r m fertilizer and seeds, food, 
and freight for certain local points in 
eastern territory. 
Unfortunately, even 
freight coming within these exceptions 
has been often refused, with the con- 
sequence that some western 
connec- 
tions have placed blanket embargoes 
on all freight destined 
to 
eastern 
points. 
The Chicago, 
Burlington 
& 
Quincy has enforced such an embargo 
since J a n u a r y 18, and the Missouri P a - 
cific put a similar order in force a t 
St. Louis on F e b r u a r y 1. "The Illinois 
Central has a blanket embargo against 
the Michigan Central and the Pennsyl- 
vania lines, and the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois have just issued one against 
the Pere Marquette and the Michigan 
Central. 


Western shippers have been taking 
advantage of every loophole in 
the 
blockade, but with decreasing success. 
For instance, cars have been consigned 
to local points on eastern roads, where 
the embargo was not in effect, and have 
there been reconsigned to final desti- 
nation at New York, Philadelphia or 
some other far eastern point. 
In other- 
cases cars have been moved through 
Insignificant gateways, which had not 
be specifically embargoed. 
Practically 
all of these openings hdve now been 
closed. 


One encouraging feature of the situ- 
ation at Chicago 
is that 
little or no 
complaint of coal shortage has been 
heard during 
the 
latest cold spell, 
which is the severest of the season. 
Ever since the conference between Chi- 
cago lines and the state public utilities 
commission of Illinois on .January 18, 
coal in large quantities has been de- 
livered in the city. 
The new rules gov- 
erning the reconsignment of cars load- 
ed with coal, put into effect by the Illi- 
nois utilities commission on J a n u a r y 
17, have done m u c h to reduce 
car 
detention In Chicago yards. 
Of the 
coal cars billed to the Chicago yards 
of the Chicago & Alton, whi<!h are re- 
consigned, 90 per cent are reconsigned 
before arrival, or f r o m 15 to 20 per 
cent more than were so handled under 
the old rules. 
Praoi^ically no cars are 
held after the first 24 hours, whereas 
formerly they were held an average of 
f r o m three to four days. 
At the Wild- 
wood (Chicago) yards of the Illinois 
Central approximately 
200 cars 
are 
now reconsigned a f t e r arrival, as com- 
pared with 350 under the old rules, and 
practically no cars are held a f t e r the 
first day, as against an average deten- 
tion of f r o m three to four days for- 
merly

The carrying member of the new In- 
ternational drive is a round axle in- 
stead of a square or an I-beam.

Another interesting feature of the 
new International rear axle is the rela- 
tive position of the carrying member 
to the live axle, which transmits the 
power to the rear wheels. 
The live 
axle is placed before the carrying axle 
rather than behind it. 
A decided ad- 
vantage is claimed for this construc- 
tion. 
In the first place, it shortens the 
jjropeller shaft. 
In the second place, 
when the truck Is running forward, the 
pinion lifts the weight it carries off of 
the wheels instead of putting it on 
them. That is, the gear before the axle 
relieves the wheel bearings instead of 
overloading them. 


The difference appears to be greater 
than It might seem at first thought. The 
gear before the axle takes off of the 
wheel bearings whatever load there is 
on the pinion. 
When the gear is be- 
hind the carrying member this weight 
is added, so that 
the 
difference in 
weight between the new and old con- 
struction is just twice the load carried 
by the pinion. 


The problem of bearings has been 
simplified in the 
new

axle. 
On both sides of the wheel and 
In the dlfl'erential case there are eight 
bearings which are alike and 
inter- 
changeable. 
The bearings at 
either 
end of the bevel pinion shaft are in- 
terchangeable which makes' for fur- 
ther perfection and 
simplicity.

A Trap to Catch Stray Errors. 


BJvery piece of steel, just like eveiT 
man, has a cei'tain life. 
A man can 
rest up from fatigue and recuperate to 
a certain extent, but a piece of steel 
gains nothing by resting. The' axle of a 
motor truck for instance, is capable of 
absorbing 
so 
many 
vibrations, 
or 
Shocks—it has so many springs in It, so 
to speak. 
When 
the 
vibrations, 
or 
springs have all been exhausted, the 
piece of steel 
dies from 
fatigue—it 
breaks. 


The problem of 
the 
motor 
truck 
manufacturer is to build for endurance 
—to endow the steel parts of his truck 
with H life which practically cannot bo 
exhausted. 
As a test and a check upon 
the life of the steel that goes into In- 
ternational axles, the Akron engineers 
have designed' a .simple testing 
ma- 
chine. 
This machine catches one end 
of the axle and holds it solidly, while 
at the other end a crank springs fhe 
a.ile back and forth until it kills It from 
fatigue. 
This springing action is ap- 
plied at a stres9 of 54,000 pounds per 
S'juai-e Inch. 
One hundred thousand 
rovcrsals is supposed, down, at Akron, 
tc Ihdicate a fairly good axle.

come a very serious individual. 


The 
military 
Beau 
Brummel 
of 
Europe has-been changed into a hard 
soldier—a man who wears the cloth of 
the private and takes his place in the 
firing line with rifle and bayonet, who, 
when the work is done sees to it that 
those under him get their food before 
he eats his. 


To those who know 
the 
Austro- 
Hungarian officer as he appeared in 
times of peace, and still appears when 
away from the front, there is some- 
thing grim in this. 
With his workday 
clothing goes a working mind. 
At the 
front he is on duty constantij', 
and 
even the lucky ones who may for a 
time do staff work at some headquar- 
ters consider themselves well off when 
the working day is less than fourteen 
hours. 


In one of the Tolmein positions The 
Associated 
Press correspondent 
met 
a lieutenant colonel, acting as batal- 
lion commander, who had 
been 
on 
duty almost twenty-four hours every 
day for ten months without a single 
leave of absence. 
What sleep he had 
had been broken every night by the 
ringing of the 
telephone 
beside 
his 
bed, and by many an alarm. 
He has 
just been given leave of absence for 
a month for recuperation. 


There is a captain of Scotch descent, 
leader of a company of Bosnians in 
the same sector, who has been on duty 
uninterruptedly for more than a year.

As a rule they are recommended for ' 
their duties by special 
qualities,

this unusual intelligence or training in 
some department. 
An officer made 
unfit for field work by wounds after 
two years of service in the firing line 
is a good a.'iset on any staff if he has 
the needed Intelligence to make use of 
the experlente he has had. 
To many 
it seems g r e w consolation that they 
are still able to be of service to the in- 
stitution to which they 
have 
given 
their life.

marily due to the fart that one man of the old 
cabinet believed in the American "push" that 
XSngland has been abk; to supply her armies 
and those of the other allied nations with am- 
munition. 


It was the organization of the English work- 


Ingmasi 
aiong new lines and tlie instilling into 
him some of the spirit of American 
workers 
that made it possible for J^loyd George, then 
rtlioister of munitions, to annotince that he had 
more than 25<X> munitions factories at 
work, 
with millions of men and women employed. 


It was the application of the American spirit 
lhat enabled this minister of munitions to induce 
the lazy, arrogant British workingman to aban- 
don his spirit of "ca canny"—to remove 
the 
»utp'jt limit that was imposed on all skilled 


and common labor by the unions, which based 
a day's work on the amount that easily could 
1)0 iicconiplished by the slowest and least skilled 
of its members, and then prohibited the others 
from exceeding that output. 


Many declare that this was accomplished only 
liecause the people were imbued with a spirit 
of palrlotism. 
That is true. 
There is no pur- 
j)ose here to belittle patriotism. 
But such spirit 
alone, 
without the 
unifying 
Influence 
of 
a 
master, who, understanding the application of 
American principles to labor and capital, wan 
able to unify, solidify and make concrete use 
of 
that 
sentiment, 
would 
liave 
accompUahed 
little or nothing. 


TJ. S. Efficiency Applied.

WAH

George 
and 
his

efhciency principles, practically applied to 
co-ordinatc with the driving force of patriotism, 
that brought about the wonderful change in the 
attitude and habits of the British worklngman 
and enabled that country materially to reduce 
her dependence on the United States for munl- 
tioiKS. 
U made possible the holding of 
the 
(renches at Ypres, the big drive on the Sommc, 
the, battles that yet are to come in the great 
war. 


J^ut even that was not enough to enable Kng- 
land and her allies to win the war, for the in- 
lluence was not sufficiently widespread. 
Such 
push 
and 
progressivcness 
was 
accomplishing 
wonders in its limited sphere, but application >f 
the same principles to the actual war manage- 
ment appeared to be needed—and then the As- 
ffuith 
ministry 
wfi^ 
abandoned 
and 
Lloyd 
George, he who first took up this proposition, 
was made prime minister. 


The announced purposes of the new. cabinet, 
especially the American, small, workable 
war 
council, are to push the war more rapidly and 
to keep it up until a satiisfactory 
conclusion 
has 
))oen 
reached. 
These 
purposes, 
as 
ex- 
pressed, might have been borrowed from the 


code of American business principles—the 
un- 
written law of business, as generally 
under- 
stood 
and 
practiced 
in 
the 
United 
Htatea; 
"Speed up and get there." 
Make as much haste 
"as possible, and accomplish your object. 
Be 
quick, precede the other fellow; always 
gain 
your end. 
Take the ahortest cut to auccesB 
and then speed up. 


Those are the cardinal principles of bufilness 
in the United States; now it is the principle on 
which the new cabinet and W a r Council pro- 
pose to conduct 
England's 
end of 
the 
war. 
And at the head of it all is L,loyd CJeorge, who 
already 
has demonstrated 
that 
none in 
the 
British Isles knows more of the application ol 
those principles than does 1M. 


But he jB not alone in advocating such pro- 
cedure. 
The men associated with him in th« 
new cabinet and the W a r Council were picked 
by him, probably because they, too, were im- 
bued with the spirit of American progress and 
push. 
Of 
the 
most 
important 
ones 
in 
the 
council and cabinet the majority have been in 
actual 
contact 
with 
American 
methods, 
and 
have absorbed them. 
Some of the 
mlnlsteni 
actually have been trained for their new work 
in the United States. 
One of them even was a 
citizen of this republic before being ^called to 
Gngland to show that country how to handle 
its transportation 
problems.

tion was so successful that he was knighted by 
King George, and now is one of the country's 
mainstays in thlB time of stress.

Educated in America. 


T 
HIS man is Sir Albert Henry Stanley, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, one of tho 
most important posts at this time. 
He is an 
JCnglishhian by birth, it is true, but he has no 
personal 
traditions 
of 
environment 
to 
make 
him an Englishman, except those which he has 
gathered in the last several years. 


At the age of 6 he was brought to this coun-- 
try. 
He was educated In the United 
States 
and was so thoroughly Imbued with the Amer- 
ican hustle spirit that he became manager of 
Detroit's trolley system, and later was at the 
head of large transportation interests in New 
Jersey, 
His work was so successful that he

was called to England nine years ago to show 
them how to "get around." 


His job 
was to reform 
the 
transportation 
systems 
in London—chlelly 
the 
"tubes"—and 
he did tliat so well that ho was induced to ac- 
cept British citizenship and later was knighted 
by the king. 
Now he is one of those associ- 
ated at tho head of the kingdom in one of the 
most important and critical, phases of her his- 
tory, and he is applying, with all the energy of 
his nature, tho principles of modern American- 
ism to the problems of the Old World, with re- 
sults that yet are to be seen, but that are cer- 
tain to be satisfactory. 


It is just because of the prevalence of this 
very spirit in the British cabinet that the peo- 
ple of the kingdom have the utmost confidence 
in its ability to bring the war successfully to 
an end. 
Much in the way of victories is ex- 
pected from the new government, much In the 
way of supplying funds and munitions and men. 
The British recently expressed themselves in 
very positive terms regarding peace proposals 
at this time; the very confidence inspired 
in 
them. by the application of American methods 
was the iuiuq timt iwi them to spurn the offers 


of 
American 
mediation 
in bringing about 
a 
peace on the basis of the present standing of 
the powers. 
England and the English confi- 
dently expect 
that 
her Americanized 
cabinet 
will have push enough to make the dictation 
of peace terms to the enemy a matter of pos- 
sibility within a year or a trifle over. 
So does 
success beget confidence. 


A. Bonar Law a Canadian. 


T 
h e 
influence of 
American 
training 
and 
methods 
does not end with the 
cabinet' 
members already mentioned 
by 
any 
mea^3. 
Another most important man In the new cab- 
inet Is Andrew Bonar Law, for many years a 
parliamentary leader. 
H e is a member of the 
war council of five, which will have the active 
direction of the war. 
He 
was born in 
the 
Western world, being a native of Canada, where 
he was educated and for many years was in 
close touch with American business affairs, so 
that he absorbed a pretty thorough training m 
the "hustle and get there" methods that are 
wanted In the new cabinet. 


This, 
presumably. 
Is the 
reason 
he 
was 
chosen for the W a r Council. 
Coupled with his 
work In the council, he will have duties to per- 
form a s chancellor of the e.\chequer and will 
continue to be a leader in the House. 


l>aw has given a number of 
demonstrations 
of his ability to make use of American methods, 
both in business and 
politics. 
He was 
the 
leading spirit in a combination of iron 
mer- 
chants, and even served as the active man in 
a series of "Interlocking" partnerships, similar 
to the Interlocking directorates that big busi- 
ness is built upon In this country. 
Later, he 
became secretary of state for the colonies, and 
In tlilo position had still further opportunity for 
absorbing the methods and principles that ob- 
tain on the Northern American Continent. 


Then there Is Lord Cumon, former viceroy 
of India, who also is a member of the W a r 
Council. 
It was due to his wise administra- 
tion of affairs in that Oriental colony that It 
w a s brought up to a high degree of prosperity. 


Earl Curzon has a high appreciation of the 
e:lcellence of American ploducts. and has been 
imbued with the »pirlt ol Americanism. 
T h a t 


is demonstrated by the fact that lie has twice 
come to this countrj' to seek a wife. 
The first 
Lady 
Curzon 
was 
an 
American—Miss 
Mary 
Victoria Leiter, of one of Chicago's foremost 
nnd oldest families. 
She shared his semiregal 
honors in India, but died in inOG. 


Within the last 
two months. 
Earl 
Curzoa 
again has sought and married an 
American- 
Mrs. Grace IClvina Duggan. 
She came originally 
from Tennessee, her father, J. Monroe Hinds, 
having been ITnited States minister to Argen- 
tina. 
There 
she 
married a 
wealthy 
South 
Amerio.Tn, who did not live long. 
Now she is 
Lady Curzon and is carrying on Lord Curzon'9 
well-begim education in .'Vmericanlsms, Amer- 
ican methods, push and optimistic, 
can"t-be- 
beat spirit. 


"The British Coal King.*» 


Q ARON RHOICDDA is another. He is prc3l- 
I S 
dent of the local government board. I'revt« 
ous to the formation of the new cabinet the 
baron aided the government in carrying on the 
war by representing the munitions department, 
the one which was first Americanized. He came 
to this cbuntry as official buyer. 


Before his experience as buyer of munitions 
he was a coal producer, and formed a combina- 
tion of mine owners in the Cambrian district 
that was nothing short of an American "trust." 
He earned for himself the popular title of "The 
British Coal King." When he came to this coun- 
try to aid the government in getting munitions 
with which to do some fighting in the period be- 
fore the plants at home were mobilized so that 
thoy could turn out the shells and other supplies 
needed by the armies of Great Britain and her 
allies, he proved himself an efficient "getter." 


He stopped at nothing wiien it came to placing 
American factories in a condition to do the 
work demanded by the governmental contracts.. 
Of course, ho liad hearty co-operation of Amer- 
icans—men who were used to the spirit of hus- 
tle and do things—but It was his firm deter- 
mination to get what he came after that causcd 
the re-equipping i^f thousands of factories in 
this countr:. and the opening of hundreds mor4 
.so that work on the orders of the British Gov« 
ernment could be carried on. 


And while here, of course, he absorbed mor^. 
of 
the American spirit—took 
a 
postgraduat« 
course In the business methods of modern tlmea 
He was so successful In carrying on his work 
and obtaining the^things Britain needed that th« 
king made hitn a baron when he was recalled t« 
England to aid with the war work there. Now, 
because of his success in absorbing and apply- 
ing American methods, he has been made 
• 
member of tho "Americanized" cabiMC 


Another Idea from America, 


W H E N the war was a little more than a yea* 
old and it was feared that the volunteel 
plan of obtaining recruits would« not 
enabU 
England to put into the field a force that sh< 
desired to have prepared for emergencies, Lor4 
Derby (Edward George Vllllers Stanley) wa« UM 
only man In all England who could conceive « 
workable plan that would bring all the slacker! 
to the colors. His plan was submitted to Lord 
Kitchener and the king, and seemed so good 
that It was tried out, with surprisingly good re- 
sults. It was this fact that staved oft the con- 
scription move for many months and enabled 
the government to get tho people used to th» 
idea of forced service before putting that impe- 
rial rule into working practice. 


Lord Derby got his ideas for this from Amer- 
ica. While he is strictly an Englishman 
and 
comes 
from 
a 
family 
that 
traces 
ancestry 
through the dukes of Buckingham to tho throne, 
he has absorbed American principles 
through 
contact, like many others of the peerage. Lord 
Derby had his opportunity when he served a s 
aid-de-camp to the governor general of Canada 
and had several missions in that capacity that 
caused him to come Into close contact with the 
United States. That he made the most of such 
opportunity is demonstrated by the fact that he 
was ablo to conceive and put into execution a 
thoroughly American system of organization in 
connection with the recruiting plan. 
Now Lord Derby Is secretary for war! 
That's for the cabinet. In addition 
to this 
there 
are 
many 
secretaries, 
undersecretaries 
and other minor officials who either have Amer- 
ican wives or luive been in direct contact with 
the American people in a business way for a 
sufficient length of time to have absorbed th« 
spirit of push and accomplishment. 


So, when it comes to casting up the credit foj 
any future English showing in the .war, th< 
United States must not be overlooked, for It 
was the Americanizing of the kingdom that en- 
abled her to fight as she wished.

cemeteries on th^ battlefields 
of 
the 
Ametican civil war which serve as per- 
manent reminders to the people of the 
United States of the price which was 
paid for freedom, are referred t o fre- 
quently in this country in connection 
with the work 
of 
perpetuating 
tlie 
graves of the British soldiers in iYance 
and Belgium. 
Especially was this done 
when the Prince of Wales returned from 
the western battlefront and announced 
that 150,000 British graves in 
France 
and Belgiuni had been 
identiiied 
and 
registered in 400 burial grounds. 


The Prince of Wales heads the com- 
mittee for the care of 
soldiers' graves 
which has undertaken the gigantic task 
of looking after the resting* places of 
the dead after they have been marked out 
by the Graves Registration unit. 
The 
prince announced that more than 60 of 
the 400 burial grounds 
have 
already 
been laid out and planted under the di- 
rection of the director of 
the 
Royal 
Bfitonic gardens at Kew on the Thames 
neat London. 
"I have seen how beauti- 
ful thes« eemeteries look tvhen the flow- 
ers arc out," said tile prince, who has 
been an indefatigablp worker for 
the 
preservation of these lasting monuments 
to tlie British soldiers. 
The prince told 
from his own observation, something of 
what has been done. 
Last year ,he said, 
the French goveramént 
moved 
many 
thousand sorrowing hearts in this coun- 
try to a deep emotion by the simple and 
gracious offer to set apart forever, in 
special honor, the burial places of Brit- 
ish dèad in France. 


"I hare also visited," continued the 
prince, "some of the French cemeteries 
being cared for by our Graves Registra- 
tion units ill thftt part of the line which

Coal is getting to be a scarce and 
nearly unobtainable article in 
Fort 
Wayne. 
The glty, along with other 
Indiana towns. Is facing a most seri- 
ous coal famine. 
Dealers in the city 
cannot fill a large per cent of the or- 
ders they receive. 
One carload of coal 
in a train of fifty cars on the railroads 
is considered the jewel car of the 
outfit.

Transmission Type Used 
With 'Marked Success 
by Franklin* 


Many fòUowérs of automobile con- 
struction. wet^ 8om«whftt disappointed 
in th« New York show this year be- 
cause no real improvement in brakitig 
«(tuipment was shown in.the great ma- 
jority of cars. 
While It is true that 
year after year other betterments hav« 
been incorporated, ' brakes have re- 
ceived little attention. 


Ttie 
discussion 
center« 
mainly 
around the service brake and it ie the 
belief of a sood many en^neers that 
the practice or putting service brakes 
on the rear wheels is fundamentally 
wrong. 
The trouttffe: is that it is Im- 
I possible to equalise braking effects. 
The pressure 
on thé foot pedal Is 
equally distributed between the rear 
wheels 
by 
complicated mechaTilsm 
and fine adjustments of Ifnkages,« but 
the user of the car has no control over 
the condition of the-braking surfaces. 
The brakes are in an exposed position 
near the ground and plqk up sand, 
mud, oil, etc. A little sand on one and 
a bit of greasy mud or oil^on the other 
spoils all the careful work done in 
equalizing the forces exerted. As soon 
as one wheel develops more drag on 
the road than the other, the car Is al- 
most sure to skid. 


The unequal braking effects are com- 
pletely eliminated by putting the sin- 
gle service brake on the transmission, 
the difCerential gears distributing all 
forces equally between the rear wheels. 
At the same time 
the transiiilsslon 
brake is more powei'ful because of the 
gearing. The gear ratio of the average 
car is about 4 to l.tSO the brake drum 
revolves four times faster than ihe 
rear wheels and gives four times the 
leverage for the braking effort. 
Thus 
only one-quarter as much fofce must 
be exerted to ¿iccomplish the same rè- 
suít. 
This ease of operation appeals 
to the average driver. 


The larger allowablè variation of 
pressuj^ due to the high speed of the 
drum, is also a valuable feature as it 
practically ellmltiates <he chance of 
locking ' of 
wheels with consequent 
skidding dangers and excessive tire 
wear. 
Lastly, the transmission brake 
is not located in such an exposed 
position as are rear wheel brakes and 
is therefore less liable to pick up dirt 
and grease. 


Two American manufacturers, one 
of whom 
the Franklin Automobile 
company, Syracuse, N. Y., use the 
transmission service brake, with mark- 
ed success. 


It i.s the common experience of mo- 
torists that the average car shows a 
marked tendency to use more gasoline 
In Avinter weather 
than 
during the

and necessitates a very rich mixture. 
Cost of operation 
is thus excessive 
during the starting and warming-up 
processes. The problem is to shorten 
or eliminate this period of costly op- 
eration by heating up the engine fast, 
as an engine will work as well winter 
of summer after It is heated up to the 
even-running temperature. 


Past experiments 
along 
this line 
have generally been attempts to con- 
trol the heat of the engine directly. 
The devices used have proven only par- 
tially satisfactory, however, and the 
rapidly lowering quality of fuel has 
aggravated the condition to such an 
extent that something else had to be 
tried. So engineers have turned their 
attention to the control of fuel tem- 
perature. 


Pre-heating the charge 
to 
secure 
thorough vaporization and complete 
combusUon is the latest idea, since it 
is commonly known that the moi-e 
complete the combustion in a cylinder 
the greater is the heat generated.

The S. O. S. signals of the motor are 
the 
sounds 
known as "knocks and 
pounds." and they should be heeded 
at once or serious and costly damage 
will probably result. 


There is no generally accepted dis- 
tinction between these two kinds of 
abnormal sounds which an ailing mo- 
tor may give out, but the term knock 
usually applied to the somewhat 
sharp, clanking noise that is produced 
when metallic parts are abnormally 
stressed, but have no substantial loose- 
ness or play between them. 


Little, if any. Jar of tlie car as a 
whole accompanies these knockings. 
The term "pound" is usually applied 
to the much more resonant and more 
blowlike «ound, which 
results 
from 
loose 
parts 
striking 
together, 
and 
which is commonly accompanied by a 
distinct jar. 
According to these defi- 
nitions, a knock may occur in a motor 
which Is in perfect mechanical condi- 
tion, with none of its parts loose from 
wear or faulty adjustment. 


The knock is most commonly caused 
by too early ignition of the charge, due 
to the spark occurring too early, or by 
the premature ignition 
due to carbon 
I deposits, 
too 
high 
compression, 
or 
j over-heating of the piston.

A pound, on the other hand, occurs 
only In a motor which is in imperfect 
mechanical condition.

Time and Safety Off- 
sets Trouble. 


The Ijraking system of the motor 
car should have paramount claims to 
attention and care. 
Cleanliness is of 
first importance, for it is an all too 
common sight to see brakes which 
have been allowed to become caked 
with mud and grea.se, layer on layer. 
Much of this filth will never find its 
way into the business part of the brake, 
but some of it may, and at least such 
accumulations prevent proper Inspec-' 
tion of the parts. 
The two ordinary 
attentions needed by the braking sys- 
tem are washing and oiling, the latter 
of which should be done carefully and 
with thorough understanding. 


Modern braking systems are of two 
distinct types, one having asbestos fab- 
ric linings and the other 
metal 
to 
metal. 
The latter type Is in a minor- 
ity and is usually fitted with Internal 
expanding shoes. 
These require oil- 
ing at regular intervals to 
prevent

curring in the metal surfaces.

tendency to make them slip and so 
stultifies th« entire braking system.

You can abuse the engine pretty con- 
sistently before it begins to complain. 
You can abuse the fini3h once or twice, 
and then you ixave 'no finish to abuse. 
The appearance of the car and the ap- ' 
pearance of the finish are one and the 
same thing, and appearance goes a long 
way toward determining the value of a 
houge, a horse, or an automobile. 


The lack of washing and faihire to 
wash properly will do more toward ruin-^ 
ing the appearance of the car than any 
other thing. The varnish of the new car 
is hardened and benefited by frcfjuent 
wasliing with clear cool Avatcr. Mud, 
allowed to dry or freeze on the car, 
takes up all the oil from the varnish and 
leaves the finish streaked and ¡ipotted. 


Dirt is not the only enemy, for garage 
gases and oven the atmosphere of some 
cities attacks the finish of the car which 
is not frequently wa-shed. 


Examine Other Fellow's Car. 
Before you turn your car over to a 
garage for regular washing examine the 
other felloVa car, and see what they 
are doing to it, and once you find a man 
who knows how to care for the car 
properly let him wash it every time it 
needs it. A single washing, done care- 
lessly, will destroy the lustre that care- 
ful washing has preserved for months. 


Start ill by cleaning the top. Give 
it a good stiff brushing to remove the 
loose dirt and then either sponge i t or 
use a soft brush with clear tepid water 
and castile soap. A chamois skin kept 
especially for the purpose will hasten 
the drying and of course the top is not 
folded back untif it is thoroughly dry. 
About every other time it is a good idea 
to give the interior a little more atten- 
tion than it gets from a stiff bmshing. 


Ammonia and Water. 
Go over the leather upholstery with a 
woolen cloth dipped, in clear water to 
which has been added a few drops of 
ammonia. If the upholstery is of cloth 
it can be best cleaned by sponging with 
water 
containing a little salt and al- 
cohoL 


Now you are ready to use the hose. 
Be sure to remove the nozzle and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This serves to wash off as much of the 
dust as is possible and to loosen the 
mud, or ice, or snow, so that with a lit- 
tle patience it can be floated off. In 
cases where the car is exceptionally dirty 
it is well to let it stand fifteen minutes 
and then shower it again. 


Take a soft, clean sponge and, follow- 
ing it with a gentle stream from the 
hose, go liglitly over tlie body. If cer- 
tain panels arc grease 
spotted, these 
should be separately washed with pure 
water and castile or other neutral soap, 
but with this one exception: bar soap, 
soft soap, or soap solution should never 
be used on the body above tlie chassis. 


Special Brushes Needed. 
Grease and road oil collect on the 
chassis, and their removal requires more 
A'igorous treatment and separate tools. 
Special brushes will greatly facilitate 
w^ork in inaccessible corners. The caus- 
tic action of an alkali soap is necessary 
for the removal of grease on the chassis, 
but even when used here it is advisable 
to employ it in the form of a soap solu- 
tion made by dissolving a pound of soap 
in a gallon of warm water. 


The soap is, of course, rinsed off, and 
a hard stream 
may be used on the 
chassis to advantage, but it should not 
be directed against the wheel hubs, for 
dirt may be washed in and reach tlie 
bearings.

Nobody hailed the prospect with de- 
light—the dealers least of all. ' They 
were convinced to a man that a price 
increase wóuld be fatal.

manufacturers' piroflts would be wiped 
out and prices would have to go up, 
they preferred to handle the cars on a 
smaller discount basts rather than risk 
an increase of list price.

Railroad Journal Discusses 


Division of Transporta- 


tion Earnings. 


Chicago, 111.. Feb. ir.—"Tho rail- 


way companies of the United States, 
after paying operating expenses and 
taxes, have retained during the last 
ten years, and especially during the 
last six years, n smaller part of their 
total earnings than was ever tho case 
before since complete statistics 
re- 


garding their operations and results 
have been kept," says the Railway 
Ago Gazette. 
"This remarkable and 


significant fact is disclosed by analysis 
of statistics for the last 2fi years pub- 
lished by the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission in its annual report for 
the calendar year 19] ti." 


"Net operating income is what the 


roads have left after paying tlieir op- 
crating 
expenses and 
taxes, and; 


therefore, is the total amount which 
they can use in paying interest and 
dividends, and can spend on improve- 
ments made from earnings. The per- 
centage of operating income to total 
operating revenue is, therefore, a very 
interesting: and 
illuminating ngurc. 


When in a given year it is 3u per 
cent, for example, it means that in 
that year the railways were able to 
keep out of each dollar they earned 
30 cents to be used in paying inter- 
est and dividends and in making'im- 
provements. 


"The statistics which the commis- 


sion publishes show that the percent- 
age of openuins income to total oper- 
ating revenues has varied during the 
last 26 years from a maximum of 
32.13, which was reached in 1902, 'to 
a 
minimum 
of 
22.GS, which was 


reached in 
1914. 
Figure for indi- 


vidual years are not, however, so in- 
structive as those for periods of years. 
Therefore, the commission has divid- 
ed its statistics into periods of five 
years. 


"Since the nation's entire system 


and policy of railway regulation ure 
under discussion at this time, the nat- 
ural dividing line in this 26 years is 
afforded by the figures of 1906. It 
was in that year that the Hepburn 
act, which first established effective 
federal regulation, went

cerit. During the next five years, 1890- 


1900, 
conditions improved, and

ratio of net operating income to total 
earnings increased to 30.64 per cent. 
During tho next live years tho pros- 
perity of the railways was still great- 
er, and the ratio of net operating 
Income to total earnings advanced to 
30.75 per cent. In the entire 15 years 
from 1891 to 1905, inclusive,: there 
were only six yoars whon the'ratio 
of net operating income to total oper- 
ating revenues was less than 30 per 
cent.

"When the exact truth regarding the courteous treatment accord- 


ed Count von Bcrnstorff in Washington and the plain disposition of 
the American government to treat fairly and justly the German sail- 
ors interned in this country finally reaches Berlin, it can'have no other 
effect than to promptly clear up misunderstandings and ease a tension 
on this score that is now clearly apparent. It is resulting in the deten- 
tion in Berlin of some seventy-two American sailors taken from Brit- 
ish ships hy German sea raiders, and whose release had earlier been 
agreed upon. It will help much if just now there is on both sides of 
the question a reflection that hasty assumption is probably erroneous 
assumption, and that if the situation is to be happily cleared away it 
nan be most quickly brought about by keeping heads cool and feet 
warm.

Call for Best Brains 


and Biggest Hearts 


(South Bend News-Times.) 


A new fundamental law for Indiana is 


at least in prospect. The 70th general 
assembly' lia's' p'rbvlded for a constitu- 
tional revision convention. Voters of the 
state, accordingly, have more than the 
primaries and a municipal election in 
cities, to contend with this year. On 
the third Tuesday in September they are 
to choose delegates to this constitution- 
al convention, and herein lies a task. 


Tho constitutional convention which 


convenes in January next year, calls for 
an assemblage of the best brains and 
biggest hearts of the state. 


Very appropriately the assembly has 


made it a non-partisan affair. 
There 


11 be no party labels on the election 


ballots; no nominating conventions or 
primaries. 


Petitions for ft place on the ballot call 


for the names of 200 voters. As many 
can run for dclegatcships as can secure 
that number of petitioners. Those re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes, 
equal to the number of delegates per- 
missible from each representative dis- 
trict, arc elected. St. Joseph county is 
entitled to three. Besides the people 
of the county will help choose fifteen 
from the state at largc. 


The framing of a constitutional con- 


vention for the state is not a legislative 
performance. It U a declaration of prin- 
ciples, plus a governmental framework, 
perpetuating the body politic, and pre- 
scribing its functions and limitations. 


A constitution, when adopted, is a 


thing that stands until the people thorn- 
s-elves confirm a change. All activities 
of government must revolve within its 
scope. 
It is a task for big men; not lawyers 


alone, nor preachers, nor medics, nor 
financiers, nor business men, nor work- 
ingmen, nor reactionaries, nor reform- 
ers—but a task for all of them, and the 
best among them. 


They need to be forward-looking men. 


They need to bo men reputed for a sense 
of consideration for the public good; 
sufficiently socialized to enable them to ' 
place the public welfare above' private • 
gain; with a motto emblazoned on their 
souls that reads, "Humanity first." 


The choice of delegates to the consti- 


tutional convention might well already 
begin its demand on ptiblie thought. 
It 


is no matter to be trifled with. Chang- 
ing the fundamental law of the state is 
a serious matter, but not a dangerous 
one if the right kind of brains and spirit 
are put into it. 


Tricksters who would constitulionalize 


for special privilege or for particular in- 
terests must be kept out if possible, or 
if they slip iu, need to be cautiously and 
efficiently watched. 


Radical proposals for 
constitutional 


changes arc also sure to be submitted. 
These, on the other hand, need also to 
be carefully "weighed in the balances" 
and not adopted if "found wanting." The 
constitution read literally as it is, might 
bo readily construed to' grant pretty 
much all that the people want under it, 
had it not been surrounded by judicial 
limitations, read into it by our lego-ar- 
istocracy, establishing precedents which 
each successive aggregation of jurists 
find themselves afraid to overrule.

stitutional revision, fearful 
of an

seek to stem the tide of progress or 
who can see the general welfare only in 
his own private interests. 


To the end that justice may, be re- 


established, public order promoted and 
maintained, and liberty and equality— 
not license and privilege—be perpetuat- 
ed, the constitutional convention calls 
for men; men who are men first, and 
their special calling, occupation or pro- 
fession afterward.

Americans Are Told to Get 


Out, So Commission 


WUl Withdraw. 


London, Feb. 13.—The American 


commission for relief in Belgium has 
.officially notified the German authori- 
ties that the Americans will withdraw 
from participation in the relief work 
in Belgium and northern France. 


This step was taken in reply to an 


order from the German authorities 
that Americans must withdraw from 
the provinces of Belgium and, northern 
France, leaving only a few of their 
representatives, headed by Brand 
Whitlock, American minister to Bel- 
gium. In Brussels. 


Commission Explains Action. 


The action of the commission is exx- 


plained in the following statement 
which was given to the Associated 
Press by directors of the commission 
in London: 


"We were advised February II Ijy 


Director Warren C. Gregory from 
Brussels that Baron von der Lancken 
(civil governor'of Brussels) had no- 
tified him that American citizens could 
no longer occupy positions in connec- 
tion with the commission in the. occu- 
pied territories of France and Bel- 
gium, but that a few Americans, among 
:hem Brand. Whitlock, might reside In 
Brussels and exercise general super- 
vision over the work. Mr. Whitlock, 
however, wms to have no diplomatic 
standing. • Further, automobiles and 
other means of communication would 
be denied Americans. 
Cannot Carry Out Purposes. 


After earnest consideration with 


Ambassador Page, the directors ot the 
commission In London, acting in ac- 
cord with Herbert C. Hoover, chair- 
man of the commission. Instructed Mr. 
Gregory In inform the German author- 
ities that in view of their order the 
Americans could no longer exercise 
their functions In the occupied terri- 
tories and that as under these condi- 
tions the American members of the 
commission could no longer carry out 
their responsibilities and undertakings 
to other interested governments and 
fulfill their duties toward the peoples 
of Belgium and northern France, the 
Americans would official)}- withdraw 
from participation in the work of relief 
in the occupied districts. 


"Mr. Gregory was advised to arrange 


for all his men to leave Belgium im- 
mediately, except a few who are to 
close the commission's affairs and take 
steps to see that there be no Interrup- 
tion In the service ponding the reor- 
ganization of the work."

Effect on British 


"Hooligans." 
' 


London, Feb. 13.—Bad boys, at 


"hooligans," as'they are often called in 
this country, are being transformed 
on an extensive scale. One way to re- 
form them Is to take them to instruc- 
tive moving picture shows and to al- 
low them to mingle with the good Boy 
Scouts, according to some of the rem- 
edies outlined by Lieutenant General 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell, the chief 
scout 
' 


"The problem is to get hold of the 


existing hooligan and tame him," said 
the chief. "In Birmingham they have 
formed 
what are called 
reserve 


scouts." There are 2,000 young hooli- 
gans who are honorary members of 
scout troops, and they are allowed to 
play games without taking up scout- 
ing at all unless they wish, but 90 per 
cent of them want to become scouts 
after they have been playing a week 
or two. . 


"Many of them have already been 


rewarded for public service. That is 
what these hooligans want. It is a 
most pathetic sight to see a real hooli- 
gan who had been a 'booby baiter' 
(police nagger) suddenly turn into an 
orderly for the police—a copper's 
companion, as one of them called him- 
self. In Hull a number of hooligans 
have been turned into sea scouts. 


"A good many people say that the

Plan to Avoid Immediate 


Hardship to 10,000,000 


Destitute Ones. 


New York, Feb. 13.—More than ten 


million persons who have been fed 
through the efforts of the American 
commission for relief in Belgium, will 
suffer no.. Immediate hardships from 
the withdrawal of the American com- 
mission from participation In this 
work in Belgium and northern France 
caused by the German authorities. 
Upon his^return from Boston today, 
Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
committee took up plans already un- 
der way for transferring control of 
these relief duties to another neutral 
organization. 


Mr. Hoover said that six weeks' 


supply of food valued at $25,000,000 
had been -stored In warehouses in the 
various districts where the relief com- 
misslon-.had been active. Belgian of- 
ficials who have been in charge of this 
food wili.be authorized to administer 
Us distribution until plans for the re- 
organization of the work can be put 
into effect. There is no doubt in the 
minds of Mr. Hoover and his asso- 
ciates that such plans can be worked 
out successfully and the relief contin- 
ued without interruption provided the 
Germans do not interfere. 


The American commission barred 


from Belgium and northern France 
will continue its activities toward ob- 
taining funds and will co-operate with 
the new organization formed to dis- 
tribute supplies. It IB hoped that the 
work will be taken up by a joint board 
of Dutch and Spanish. 


Notification that American citizens 


could no longer occupy positions in 
connection with the relief commission 
In the occupied territory of France and 
Belgium came from Baron von'-der 
Lancken, civil governor of Brussels 
and reached the officers of .the com- 
mission here through their represen- 
tatives in Brussels and London. The 
German government expressed a will- 
ingness to permit a few Americans, 
among them Brand Whitlock, Ameri- 
can minister to Belgium, to reside In 
Brussels and exercise general super- 
vision over the work, but said that au- 
tomobiles and other means of commu- 
nication would be denied Americans.

On the day be- 
fore his trial he escaped from the city 
jail through a mistake of one of the 
guards. 


McNicholas made his way to Can- 


ada. Working hard upon his trail the 
government ferrets followed to Liver- 
pool, England, and south into Africa. 
They later picked up trace of him in 
South America. 


McNicholas longed for a sight of his 


home land and was in New York last 
December. He was captured when he 
had been in port but a few hours. 
Again he was taken to Cleveland. He 
offered to plead guilty to the defraud- 
ing charge If one of the counts was 
removed. He was kept In jail for a 
month because he could not furnish 
$20,000 bond while the case was con- 
sidered. 


On February 6 he was allowed to 


plead guilty to the charge. He la 
now in Atlanta, Ga. 
He will serve 


thirteen months' sentence. 


"I am going to work my mines and 


pay back every cent I ever took from 
anybody," the papers quote McNich- 
olas as saying.

Wilson Spurns Parley Until 


New U-Boat Order is 


Rescinded. 


Washington. D. C'., Feb. 13.—Presi- 


dent Wilson has rejected Germany's 
proposal to n«gotint« an understand- 
ing between the two nations concern- 
ng the submarine blockade of Great 
Britain and France. 


The president replied that ho would 


enter into no discussion with Germany 
until Berlin calls off ruthless sub- 
marine warfare and returns to observ- 
ance of the pledges given in response 
to the Sussex ulllmaturn lost May. 


Gcrmnn.v's Proposal. 


The German proposal was present- 


ed In the following memorandum sub- 
mitted to Secretary of Stole l>anslni? 
by Dr. Rltter, the Swiss minister, now 
in charge of German affairs In this 
country: 


"The Swiss government has been re- 


quested by the German government 
to say that the latter Is, now as be- 
fore, willing to negotiate, formally or 
informally, with the United States, 
provided that the commercial blockade 
against England will not be broken 
thereby." 


Must Renew Pledge. 


The president's reply was communi- 


cated to Dr. Rltter for transmission to 
Germany in the following note by Sec- 
retary Lansing: 


"I am requested by the president to 


say to you. In acknowledging the 
memorandum .which you were kind 
enough to send me on the llth lns,t., 
that the government of the United 
States would gladly discuss with the 
German government any fjuestions it 
might propose for discussion were it 
to withdraw Its proclamation of the 
31st df January, In which, suddenly 
and without previous intimation o 
any kind, it cancelled the assurance 
which it had given this government on 
the 4th of May last, but that it does 
not feel that It.can enter into any dis- 
cussion with the German governmen 
concerning the policy of submarine 
warfare against neurtals which it is 
now .pursuing unless and until the 
German government renews its assur- 
ances of the 4th of May and acts upon 
the assurances." 


Lansing's Statement. 


This correspondence was made pub- 


lic by the state department, which is- 
sued the following explanation: 


"In view of the appearance in the 


newspapers of February 11 of a report 
that Germany was initiating negotia- 
tions with the United States in regard 
to the submarine warfare, the depart- 
ment of state makes 'the following 
statement: 


"A suggestion was made orally to 


the department of state late Saturday 


afternoon by the minister of Switzer- 
land that the German government is 
willing to negotiate with (Tie United 
States; provided that the commercial 
blockade against England would not 
be interfered with. At the request of 
the secretary of state his suggestion 
was made in writing and presented to 
him by the Swiss minister Sunday 
night." 


After quoting the. memorandum and 


the president's reply the department's' 
explanation concludes: 


"No other Interchange on this sub- 


ject has taken place between this de- 
partment and any other government 
or person."

The carrying member of the new In- 


ternational drive is a round axle In- 
, stead of a square or an I-bcam. The 
final verdict of International engineers, 
after long and exhaustive experiments.

This new, round, weight-carrying 


axle is a solid, drop-forged piece of 
steel, heat-treated throughout in con- 
trast with axles that are heat-treated 
at the ends only. A $30,000 steam ham- 
mer was recently installed at their 
Akron works to turn out this one-piece, 
drop-forged, weight-carrying member 
Of tho now axle. 


Tho Gear Before the Axle. 


. Another interesting feature of the 
new International rear axle is the rela- 
tive position of the carrying member 
to tho live axl«. which transmits tho 
power to the rear wheels. The live 
axle is placed before tho carrying axle 
rather than behind it. A decided ad- 
vantage in claimed for this construc- 
tion. Tn the first place, it shortens tho 
propeller abaft. In tho second place, 
when the truck Is running forward, the 
pinion lifts the weight it carries off of 
the wheels instead of putting it on 
them. That Is, the gear before the axle 
relieves the whool bearings instead of 
overloading them. . 


The difference appears to be greater 


than it might seem at first thought, the 
gear before the axle takes oft of the 
wheel bearings whatever load there Is 
on the pinion. When the gear is be- 
hind the carrying member this weight 
1« added, so that the difference in 
weight between 4he new and old con- 
struction is just twice the load carried 
by the pinion. 


The problem of bearings has been 


simplified in the new International 
axle. On both sides of the wheel and 
in the differential case there are eight 
bearings which aro alike and inter- 
changeable. The bearings at either 
end of the bevel pinion shaft are In- 
terchangeable which makes for fur- 
ther perfection and simplicity. The 
well-known S. K. F. bearings are used 
which combine the principles of the 
ball, roller and end-thrust bearing. 


Every bolt on this new axle has a 


locking device ana every nut on the 
differential is secured in its place with 
a »teel wire in such a way that it can- 
not come loose and get into the dif- 
ferential gears. This new axle is being 
built complete in the International 
Motor Truck factory at Akron, Ohio, 
where the company has complete su- 
pervision over the manufacture o£ 
every one of the parts going Into it—as 
Well as inspection. 


A Trap to Catch Stray Errors. 
Bvery piece of steel. Just like every 


man, has a certain life. A man can 
reit up fr.pm fatigue and recuperate to 
a certain extent, but a. piece of steel 
gains nothing by resting. The axle of a 
motor truck for instance, is capable of 
absorbing so many vibrations, or 
shocks—it has so many springs In It, so 
to speak. When the vibrations, or 
springs have all been exhausted, the 
piece of steel dies from fatigue—It 
breaks. 


The problem of the motor truck 


manufacturer Is to build for endurance 
—to endow the steel parts of his truck 
with a life which practically cannot be 
exhausted. As a test and a check upon 
the life of the steel that goes Into In- 
ternational axles, the Akron engineers 
have designed a simple testing ma- 
chine. This machine catches one end 
of the axle and holds it solidly, while 
at the other end a crank springs the 
axle back and forth until it kills it from 
fatigue. This springing action is ap- 
plied at a stress of 54,000 pounds per 
square inch. One hundred thousand 
reversals is supposed, down at Akron, 
tc indicate a fairly «ood axle.

Hungarlan officer ns ho appeared in 
times of peace, and still appears when 
away from tho front, there is some- 
thing grim in this. With his workday 
clothing goes a working mind. At the 
front he IB on duty constantly, and 
even the lucky ones who may for a 
time do start work at some headquar- 
ters consider themselves well off when 
the working day Is less than fourteen 
hours.

Associated Press correspondent met 
a lieutenant colonel, acting as batta- 
lion commander, who had been on 
duty almost twenty-four hours every 
day for ten months without a single 
leave of absence.

Wounds 
have made service In tho trench im- 
possible for them, but they do what- 
ever they can. With both hands to- 
tally crippled a major works at a cer- 
tain general headquarters. It is pain- 
ful to see him turn over the leaves of 
the reports he studies. Others walk 
with the aid of a stick. Some lack an 
arm or leg. 


Such men, It is claimed, make the 


best officers for headquarters work. 


As a rule they are recommended for 


their duties by special qualities, be 
this unusual intelligence or training in 
some department. 
An officer made 


unfit for field work by wounds after 
two years of service in the firing Hue 
is a good asset on any staff it he has 
the needed intelligence to make use of 
the experience he has had. To many 
it seems grcnS consolation that they 
are still able to be of service to the in- 
stitution to which they have given 
their life.

dom—the kingdom thai may 
bo called 
the greatest on 


earth, because it possesses 
tho largest extent of terri- 
tory and becasisc of its pre- 
ponderance or power hi world 
affairs—Is in process of ac- 
complishment 


With the formation of the new British cab- 


inet to take the p,acc o, lllc un!.aUsfactory one 
headed oy Premier As^mth. there came into 
British official life in greater measure than 
•ver before the "do if 
influence of American 


progressiveism. That was due to the fact that a 
great proportion of the members of the now- 
cabinet have been Americanized in greater or 
less degree. 


It seems absurd to state, offhand, that the 


life of a great kingdom has been preserved and 
Is about to be carried on still further by the 
application of the precepts that have made 
successful the greatest republic in the. world- 
yet such is not far from the truth. It Is pri- 
marily due to the fact that one man of the old 
cabinet believed in the American "push" that 
England has been able to supply her armies 
and those of tho other allied nations with am- 
munition. 


It was the organization of the English work- 


Ingman along new lines and the instilling into 
him some of the spirit of American workers 
that made it possible for Lloyd George, then 
minister of munitions, to announce that he had 
more than 2300 munitions factories at work. 
with millions of men and women employed. 


It was the application of the American spirit 


that enabled this minister of munitions to induce 
the lazy, arrogant British workinsman to aban- 
Son his spirit of "ca canny"—to remove the 
output limit that was imposed on ail skilled 


and common labor by the unions, which based 
a day's work on the amount that easily could 
be accomplished by the slowest and least skilled 
of its members, and then prohibited the others 
from exceeding that output 


Many declare that this was accomplished only 


because the people were Imbued with a spirit 
of patriotism. That is true. There Is no pur- 
pose here to belittle patriotism. But such spirit 
alon*, without the unifying 
Influence, of a 


master, who. understanding the application 3f 
American principles to labor and capital, wan 
able to unify, solidify and make concrete use 
of that sentiment, would have accomplished 
little or nothing. 


TT. S. Efficiency Applied. 


j. T WAS Lloyd George and his American, 
1 
efficiency principles, practically applied to 


co-ordinate with the driving force of patriotism, 
that brought about the wonderful change in the 
attitude and habits of the British workingman 
and enabled that country materially to reduce 
her dependence on the United States for muni- 
tions. 
It. made possible the holding of 
th<! 


trenches at Yprcd, the big drive on tho Somme, 
the battles that yet are to come in the great 
war. 


But even that was not enough to enable Eng- 


land and her allies to win the war, for the in- 
fluence was not sufficiently widespread. 
Such 


push and progressiveness was accomplishing 
wonders in its limited sphere, but application ->t 
the same principles to the actual war manage- 
ment appeared to be needed—and then tha As- 
quitii 
ministry was 
abandoned 
and 
Lloyd 


George, ho who first took up this proposition, 
was made prime minister. 


The announced purposes of the new cabinet, 


especially the American, small, workable war 
council, are to push the war more rapidly and 
to keep it up until a satisfactory conclusion 
has been reached. 
These purposes, as ex- 


pressed, might have been borrowed from tho 


code or American business principles—th* un- 
written law of business, as generally under- 
stood and practiced in the United States: 
"Speed up and get there." Make as much haat* 
as possible, and accomplish your object. 
Be 


quick, precede the other l«llow; always gain 
your end. Take tha shorteut cat to success 
and then speed up. 


Those are the cardinal principle* of business 


in the United States; now It is the principle on 
which the new cabinet and War Council pro- 
pose to conduct England's end of the war. 
And at the head of It all is Lloyd G«orge, who 
already has demonstrated that none in thi 
British Isles knows more of the application ol 
those principles than does ha. 


But he is not alone In advocating such pro- 


cedure. The men associated with him in tha 
n«w cabinet and the War Council were picked 
by him, probably because they, too, were- im- 
bued with the spirit of American progress and 
.push. 
Of the most important one« in tha 


council and cabinet the majority have been in 
actual contact with American methods, and 
have absorbed them. 
Some of the ministers 


actually have been trained for their new work 
in th« United States. One of them even was a 
citizen of this republic before being called to 
England to show that country how to handle 
its transportation problems. 
The . demonstra- 


tion was ao successful that he was knighted hy 
King George, and now Is one of the country's 
mainstays in this time of stress. 


• • ' • 
• 


Educated in America. 


THIS man is Sir Albert Henry Stanley, presi- 


dent of tho Board of Trade, one of the 


most Important posts at this time. He is an 
Englishman by birth, it is true, but he has no 
personal traditions of environment to makn 
him an Englishman, except those which he has 
gathered in the last several years. 


At the age of 6 he was brought to this coun- 


try. 
He waa educated In the United States 


and was so thoroughly Imbued with the Amer- 
ican hustle spirit that he became manager of 
Detroit's trolley system, and later was at tho 
head of large transportation Interests in New 
Jersey. His work was so successful that he 
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was called to England nine years ago to show 
them how to "get around." 


His job was to reform the transportation 


systems in London—chiefly the "tubes"—and 
lie did that so'well that he was Induced to ac- 
cept British citizenship and later was knighted 
by the king. Now ho is one of those associ- 
ated at the head of the kingdom In one of the 
most important and critical phases of her his- 
tory, and he Is applying, with all the energy of 
his nature, the principles of modern American- 
ism to the problems of the Old World, with re- 
sults that yet are to be seen, but that are cer- 
tain to be satisfactory. 


It is just because of the prevalence of this 


very spirit In the British cabinet that the peo- 
ple of the kingdom have the utmost confidence 
in Its ability to bring the war successfully to 
an end. Much In the way of victories is ex- 
pected from the new government, much in the 
way of supplying funds and munitions and men. 
The British recently expressed themselves in 
very positive terms regarding peace proposals 
at this time; the very confidence inspired In 
them by the application of American methods 
was tho luive ui« ITO them to spurn the offers 
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I &T HO7C LLOYD 


of American mediation in bringing about a 
peace on the basis of the present standing of 
the puwcrs. England and the English confi- 
dently expect that her Americanized cabinet 
will have push enough to make the dictation 
of peace terms to the enemy a matter of pos- 
sibility within a year or a trifle over. So does 
success beget confidence.

A. Sonar Law a Canadian. 


T 


HE influence of American 
training 
and 


methods does not end with the cabinet 


members already mentioned by any means. 
Another most Important man In the new cab- 
inet Is Andrew Bonar Law, for many years a 
parliamentary leader. He is a member of the 
war council of five, which will have the active 
direction of the war. He was born in tha 
Western world, being a native of Canada, where 
he was educated and for many years waa In 
close touch with American business affairs, so 
that he absorbed, a pretty thorough training m 
the "hustle and get there" methods that are 
wanted in the new cabinet 


This, presumably. Is the reason he was 


chosen for the War Council. Coupled with his 
work in the council, he will have duties to per- 
form as chancellor of the exchequer and will 
continue to be a leader in the House. 


Law has given a number of demonstrations 


of his ability to make use of American methods, 
both in business and politics. 
He was the 


leading spirit in a combination of iron mer- 
chants, and «ven served as the active man in 
a series of "Interlocking" partnerships, similar 
to the interlocking directorates that big busi- 
ness is built upon In this country. Later, he 
became secretary of state for the colonies, and 
In thlo position had still further opportunity for 
absorbing the methods and principles that ob- 
tain on the Northern American Continent 


Then there is Lord Curzon, former viceroy 


of India, who also is a member of the War 
Council. It was due to his wise administra- 
tion of affairs In that Oriental colony that II 
was brought up to a high degree of prosperity. 


Earl Curzon has a high appreciation of the 


excellence of American ptoducts, and has been 
Imbued with tha spirit ol. Americanism. That 


is demonstrated by the fact that he has twic« 
come to this country to .seek a wife. The first 
Lady Curzon was an American—Miss Mary 
Victoria Loiter, of one of Chicago's foremost 
and oMest families. She shared Ills semlregal 
honors in India, but died in 1906. 


Within th« last two month?. Earl Curzoa 


again has sought and married an American— 
Mrs. Grace Elvina Duggan. She came originally 
from Tennessee, her father, .T. Monroe Hinds, 
having been United States minister to Argen- 
tina. 
There she married a wealthy South 


American, who did not live long. Now she Is 
Lady Curzon and is carrying on Lord Curzon's 
well-begun education In Americanisms, Arnor« 
lean methods, push and optimistic, can't-be* 
boat spirit.

"The British Coal King.* 


B 


ARON RHONDDA is another. He is presi- 


dent of the local government board. Previ- 


ous to the formation of tho new cabinet th« 
baron aided the government In carrying on th» 
war by representing the munitions department, 
the one which wan first Americanized. H« cam* 
to this country as official buyer. 


Before his experience as buyer of munition* 


he was a coal producer, and formed a combina- 
tion of mine owners In the Cambrian district 
that was nothing short of an American "trust" 
He earned for himself the popular title of "Th« 
British Coal King." When he came to this coun- 
try to aid the government In getting munitions 
with which to do some fighting in the period be- 
fore the plants at home wore mobilized so that 
they could turn out the shells and other supplies 
needed by the armies of Great Britain and her 
allies, ho proved himself an efficient "getter." 


He stopped at nothing when It came to placing 


American factories In a condition to do th« 
work demanded by the governmental contracts. 
Of course, ho had hearty co-operation of Amer- 
icans—men who were used to the spirit of hus- 
tla and do things—but it was his firm deter- 
mination to get what he came after that caused 
the re-equipping of thousands of factories lit 
this country and the opening of hundreds mor< 
ao that work on the orders of tho British Gov« 
eminent could be carried on. 


And while here, of course, he absorbed mori 


ot the American spirit—took a postgraduate 
course in tho-business methods of-modern tlrae*. 
He was so successful in carrying on his work 
and obtaining the things Britain needed that th< 
icing made him a baron when he was recalled t« 
England to aid with the war work there. Now, 
because of his success in absorbing and apply- 
ing American methods, he has been made • 
member of tho "Americanizes" oabluM. 


Another Idea from America. 


W 


HEN the war was a little more than a yen 


old and it was feared that the volunteel 


plan' of obtaining recruits would not enabU 
England to put Into the field a force that sh( 
desired to have prepared for emergencies, Lord 
Derby (Edward George' VilUers Stanley) WM Utf 
only man In all England who could' conceive i 
workable plan that would bring all the slacken 
to the colors. His plan was submitted to Lord 
Kitchener and the Icing, and seemed so good 
that It was tried out, with surprisingly good re- 
sults. It was this fact that staved off the con- 
scription move for many months and enabled 
the government to get the people used to tn« 
idea of forced service before putting that impe- 
rial rule into. working practice. 


Lord Derby got his ideas for this from Amer- 


ica. While he is strictly an Englishman anfl 
comes from a family that traces ancestry 
through the dukes of Buckingham to the throne, 
he has absorbed American principles through 
contact, like many others of the peerage. Lord 
Derby had his opportunity when he served as 
aid-de-camp to the governor general of Canada 
and had several missions in that capacity that 
caused him to' come into close contact with thfl 
United States. That he made the most of such 
opportunity Is demonstrated by the fact that he 
was able to conceive and put into execution a 
thoroughly American system of organization' in 
connection with the recruiting plan. 


Now Lord Derby is secretary for war! 
That's for the cabinet In addition to this 


there are many secretaries, undersecretaries 
and other minor officials who either have Amer- 
ican wives or have been in direct contact with 
the American people in a business way for a 
sufficient length of time to have absorbed tin 
spirit of push and accomplishment. 


So, when it comes to casting up 'the credit' foj 


any future English showing in the war. th< 
United States must not • be overlooked, for ii 
was the Americanizing of the kingdom that en- 
abled her to fight as she wished.

Guiteau 
in shooting Garfleld, took one of th> 
thousands- of -opportunities which i 
president presents when he walks th 
streets, goes to the capitol or enters < 
railroad station. President Roosevel 
always said that he knew this dange 
to be ever present and that beyon' 
what he could do with his quick fists 
there was little to be done.

cemeteries on the battlefields 
of 
the 


American civil war which serve as per- 
manent reminders to the people of the 
United States of the price which was 
paid for freedom, are referred to fre- 
quently in this country In connection 
with the work 'of 
perpetuating the 


graves of the British-soldiers in France 
and Belgium. Especially was this done 
when the Prince of Wales returned,f rom 
tho western battlefront and announced 
that 150,000 British graves in France 
and Belgium had been 
identified 
and 


registered in 400 burial grounds. 


The Prince of Wales heads the com- 


mittee for the, care of sokliers' graves 
which has undertaken the gigantic task 
of looking after the resting places of 
the dead after they have been marked out 
by the Graves Registration unit. The 
prince announced that more than 60 of 
the 400 burial grounds 
have 
already 


been laid out and planted under the di- 
rection of_tlie director of the 
Koyal 


Botonic gardens at Kew on the Thames 
near London. "I have seen how beauti-. 
ful these cemeteries look when the flow- 
ers are out," said the prince, who has 
been an indefatigable worker for the 
preservation of these lasting monuments 
to.the British soldiers. The prince told 
from his own observation, something'of 
what 'has been done. Last year ,he said, 
the French government 
moved many 


thousand sorrowing hearts in this coun- 
try to a deep emotion by the simple and 
gracious offer to set apart forever, in 
special honor, the burial places of Brit- 
ish dead in France. 


'T have also visited," continued the 


prince, "some of the French cemeteries 
being cared for by our Graves Registra- 
tion units in that part of the line which 
has been taken over by the British and 
I can speak of the close cooperation and 
sympathy between the French nnd Eng- 
lish in this work. I hope the same spir- 
it will be maintained by this committee 
after the war." 


The Committee for the Care of Sol- 


diers' Graves has decided not to erect 
any permanent memorials in France or 
Belgium until after tlte war.

Children were in- 


Dealers Cannot Fill Orders 


as Shipments Are Not 


Obtainable. 


Coal is getting to be a scarce and 


nearly unobtainable article in Fort 
Wayne. 
The city, along with other 


Indiana towns. Is facing a most seri- 
ous coal famine. I/ealers in the city 
cannot fill a large per cent of the or- 
ders they receive. One carload of coal 
in a train of fifty cars on the railroads 
is considered the jewel car of the 
outfit. 


In fact, if another cold spell, simi- 


lar to the one just gone, should de- 
scend on the city, the shortage of coal 
will be felt by everyone. However, 
this is not the only thing that makes 
the situation serious. 
The coal pile 


which was put into Mr. Consumer's 
coal bin last fall has seen some hard 
use and in fifty per cent of the cases 
has dwindled to such a degree that 
they will have to be refilled. 


The companies in the city that deal 


in coke have run out of their supply 
and also refuse to book orders, as they 
state it is no use, because they cannot 
fill them. 


One man who was in search of coal 


Tuesday morning was not successful 


In having his order taken until he had 
called the fourth company. 
He was 


fortunate enough then to secure a ton 
of hard coal at 110. 


Another man who recentlv moved 


into a new house and so]d his former 
home with all the coal in-the bin has 
had the time of his life trying to keep 
from freezing. He stated Tuesday 
that he had a standing order with 
three coal companies In the city. He 
said that the orders had been there, 
for three weeks. During that time he 
has been able to secure just a half ton 
of hard coal. 


Some of the larger manufacturing 


companies in the city are also becom- 
ing nervous. It is reported that one of 
the largest companies in the city will 
be forced to shut down its factory if 
coal is not received \rttttin. the next 
three days. It was learned that the 
coal supply would by economizing 
hold out until Saturday noon.' 


Dealers and officials who import 


their own coal state that, although 
their orders at the mines have been 
accepted and filled they are unable 
to get them into the city. One man 
stated Tuesday that h* saw an entire

With Marked Success 


by Franklin. 


Many followers of automobile con- 


struction, were somewhat disappointed 
in the New York show this year be- 
cause no real improvement in braking 
equipment was shown in the great ma- 
jority of cars. "While it is true that 
year after year other betterments have 
been incorporated, brakes have re- 
ceived little attention. 


The 
discussion 
centers mainly 


around the service brake and It IB the 
belief of a good many engineers that 
the practice or putting service brakes 
on the rear wheels is fundamentally 
wrong. The trouble! is that it is im- 
possible to equalize braking effects. 
The pressure 
on , the 
foot pedal Is 


equally distributed between the rear 
wheels 
by 
complicated mechanism 


and fine adjustments of linkages,! but 
the user of the car has no control over 
the condition of the braking surfaces. 
The brakes are in an exposed position 
near the ground and piqk up sand, 
tnud, oil. etc. A little sand on one and 
a bit of greasy mud or oil on the other 
spoils all the careful work done In 
equalizing the forces exerted. As soon 
as one wheel develops more drag on 
the road than the other, the car is al- 
most sure to skid. 


The unequal braking effects are com- 


pletely eliminated by putting the sin- 
gle service brake on the transmission, 
the differential gears distributing all 
forces Equally between the rear wheels; 
At the same time the transmission 
brake is more powerful because of the 
gearing. The gear ratio of the average 
car is about 4 to 1,(SO the brake drum 
rex'olves four times faster than the 
rear wheels and gives four times the 
leverage for the braking effort. Thus 
only one-quarter as much force must 
be exerted to accomplish the same re- 
suit. This ease of operation appeals 
to the average driver. 


The larger allowable variation of 


pressure, due to the high speed of the 
drum, is also a valuable feature as it 
practically eliminates the chance of 
locking of wheels with consequent 
skidding dangers and excessive tlrb 
wear. Lastly, the transmission brake 
is not located In such an exposed 
position as are rear wheel brakes and 
is therefore less liable to pick iip dirt 
and grease. 


Two American manufacturers, one 


of whom the

marked tendency to use more gasoline

warm months. A cold engine prevents 
the proper vaporization of the fuel 
and necessitates a very rich mixture. 


j Cost of operation is thus excessive 
i during the starting and wnrmlng-up 
| processes. The problem is to shorten 
I or eliminate this period of costly op- 
, oration by heating up the engine fast, 
i «s nn engine will work as well winter 
of summer after it Is heated up to th« 
even-running temperature. • 


Past experiments along 
this line 


have generally been attempts to con- 
trol the huat of the engine directly. 
The devices used have proven only par- 
tially satisfactory, however, and the 
rapidly lowering quality of fuel has 
aggravated the condition to such an 
extent that something else had to be 
tried. So engineers have turned their 
attention to the control of fuel tem- 
perature. 


Prc-heating the charge 
to necure 


thorough \-aporlzation and complete 
combustion is the latest idea, since it 
is commonly known that the more 
complete the combustion in a cylinder 
the greater is the heat generated. 


Until recently little has been ac- 


complished along this line. 
A good 


many cars are equipped with water- 
Jacketed carburetors which work very 
satisfactorily after 
the 
engine has 


warmed tho water. Others have an 
intake manifold cast with the cylinder 
block, so the heat of the engine will 
warm the mixture. This also works 
well after the engine is waj-med up. 
But meithcr of these hastens the warm- 
ing-up process appreciably. 


The Franklin jjas the first to come 


out (in 19i4) with" tb.e type of suction 
yoke heater that is this year being 
adopted l>y several other manufac- 
turers of high-grade car?. The device 
consists of a light aluminum case built 
around the intake manifold and con- 
nected directly to the exhaust 'through 
a. short pipe.' Just as soon as the cyl- 
inders fii-e, the exhaust gases circulate 
through the case arid e'ffectiveiy pre- 
heat the ' charge, thereby quickly 
bringing about the complete combus- 
tion necessary to rapidly heat the en- 
gine up in even-running temperature. 


The Franklin naturally warms up 


faster than a water-copied car because 
there is no water to be heated, and 
witH the heating device in use, only 
one to one and a half minutes is re- 
quired to bring the Franklin "(engine up 
to the even-running, pcbnoinic^t oper- 
ating temperature.

The S. O. S. signals of the motor are 


the sounds known as "knocks and 
pounds," and they should be neede4 
at once or serious and costly damage 
will probably result. 


There-is no generally accepted dis- 


tinction between these two kinds of 
abnormal sounds which an ailing mo- 
| tor may give out, but the term knock 
is usually applied to the somewhat 
sharp, clanking noise that is produced 
when metallic parts are abnormally 
stressed, but have no substantial loose- 
ness or play between them. 


Little, II any, jar of the car as a 


whole accompanies these knocklngs. 
The term "pound" is usually applied 


j to the much more resonant and more 
1 blowlike sound, which results from 
loose parts striking together, and 
which is commonly accompanied by a. 


I distinct jar. According to these defi- 
nitions, a knock may occur in a motor 
which Is in perfect mechanical condi- 
tion, with none of its parts loose from 
wear or faulty adjustment. 


The knock is mosfcommonly caused 


by too early ignition of the charge, due 
to the spark occurring too early, or by 
the premature ignition due to carbon 
deposits, too high compression, or 
over-heating of the piston. 


A pound, on the other hand, occurs 


j only In a motor which is in imperfect 
mechanical condition.

The braking system of the motor 


car should have paramount claims to 
attention and care. Cleanliness Is of 
first importance, for it is an all too 
common sight to see brakes which 
have been allowed to become caked 
with mud and grease, layer on layer. 
Much of this filth will never find its 
way into the business part of the brake, 
but some of it may, and at least such 
accumulations prevent proper inspec- 
tion of the parts.

Modern braking systems are of two ' 


distinct types, one having asbestos fab- 
ric linings and the other metal to ! 
metal. The latter type is in a minor- ! 
ity and is usually fitted with internal 
expanding shoes. These require oil- 
ing at regular intervals to prevent 
squeaking and excessive wear oc- I 
curring in the metal surfaces.

the other hand, the friction surfaces 
of asbestos fabric-lined brakes ought 
to be kept free from oil, as that has a 
tendency to make them slip and so 
stultifies the entire braking system.

Automobile. 


You can abuse the engine1 pretty con- 


sistently before it begins to complain. 
You can abuse the finish once or twice, 
and then you have no finish to abuse. 
The appearance of the car and the ap- 
pearance of the finish are one and the 
same thing, and appearance goes a lony 
way toward determining the value of a 
house, a horse, or an automobile. 


The lack of washing and failure to 


wash properly will do more toward ruin- 
ing the appearance of the car than any 
other thing. The varnish of the new car 
is hardened and benefited- by frequent 
washing with clear cool water. Mud, 
allowed to dry or freeze on the car, 
takes up all the oil from the varnish and 
leaves the finish streaked and spotted. 


.Dirt is not the only enemy, for garage 


gases and even the atmosphere of some 
cities attacks the finish of the car which 
is not frequently washed. 


I 
Examine Other Fellow's Car. 


Before you turn your car over to a 


garage for regular washing examine the 
other fellow's car, and see what they 
are doing to it, and once you find a man 
vrho knows how to care for the car 
properly let him wash it every time it 
needs it. A single washing, done care- 
lessly, will destroy the lustre that care- 
ful washing has preserved for months. 


Start in, by cleaning the top. 
Give 


it a good stiff brushing to remove the 
loose dirt and then either sponge it or 
use a. aoft brush with clear tepid water 
and castile soap. A chamois skin kept 
especially for the purpose will hasten 
the drying and of course the top is not 
folded back until it is thoroughly dry- 
About every other time it is a good idea 
to give the interior a little more atten- 
tion than it gets from a stiff brushing. 


Ammonia and Water. 


Go over the leather upholstery with a 


woolen cloth dipped in clear water to 
which has been added a few drops of 
ammonia. If the upholstery is of cloth 
it can be best cleaned by sponging with 
water containing a little salt and al- 
cohol. 


Now you are ready to use the hose. 


Be sure to remove the nozzle and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This serves to wash off as much of the 
dust as is possible and to loosen the 
mud, or ice, or snow, so that wHh a lit- 
tle patience it can be floated off. In 
cases where the car is exceptionally dirty 
t isvwcll to let it stand fifteen minutes 
and then shower it again. 


Take a soft, clean spojigc and, follow- 


ing it with a gentle stream from the 
hose, go lightly over the body. If cer- 
tain panels arc grease spotted, these 
should be separately washed with pure 
water and castile or other neutral soap, 
but with this one exceptions bar noap. 
soft soap, or soap solution should never 
be used on the body above the chassis. 


Special Brushes Needed. 


Grease and road oil collect on the 


chassis, and their removal require* more 
vigorous treatment and separate tools. 
Special brushes will greatly facilitate 
•work m inaccessible corners. The caus- 
tic action of an alkali soap is necessary 
for the removal of grease on the chassis, 
but even when used here it is advisable 
to employ it in the form of a soap solu- 
tion made by dissolving a pound of soap 
in a gallon of warm water. 


The soap is, of course, rinsed off, and 


a hard stream may be used on the 
chassis to advantage, but it should not 
be directed against the wheel hubs, for 
dirt may bo washed in and reach the 
bearings.

Auto Industry in America 


Has Set New Pace in 


Business World. 


BY K. W. PAYNE. 


New York, Feb. 12.—One automo- 


bile for every 25 persons In the coun- 
try. 


More than 3,900,000 cars, valued at 


$2,000,000.000, now in operation in th« 
United States. 


These are the amazing; estimates 


which have been made, as the auto 
show season starts, to reveal the un- 
precedented extent of the motor car 
industry in America. 


Can such astounding expansion con- 


tinue? 


Will we not reach a point where the 


automobile industry will collapse? 


"Will there not be a disastrous re- 


action as there was after the bicycling 
fad? 


The keenest observers of the in- 


dustry answer "Xo!" They declare this 
country can use 12.000.000 automobiles 
—a total which would approach an 
average of one auto to even' family. 
This giant in size is still an infant in- 
dustry, these observers say. 
At least 


9,000,000 more autos can be sold to 
Americans before the limit is reached. 


According to David Beecroft, editor 


of The Automobile, and one of the 
men most closely in touch with na- 
tional developments in the industry. 
there is also an amazing rich export 
field which is wholly untouched as yet 
by^American makers, and which will 
insure tremendous prosperity for years 
to come. 


"Of course, we are nowhere near the 


point of saturation even in this coun- 
try yet," Beecroft said to me today. 


"Some concerns are doubling their 


output for next year and still are thou- 
sands of cars behind in their orders. 


"As for any parallel between the au- 


tomobile industry and the bicycle in- 
dustry, you must remember bicycling 
grew to be a fad: and it was only the 
fad that collapsed. 


"But the-automobile is not a fad. It 


has become a necessity. 


"Even the so-callod pleasure car is a 


business investment, increasing Its 
owner's efficiency, aiding his business 
and making his trips about town 
speedier. 


"But even when the domestic de- 


mand begins to slacken for this type 
of car. the industry will continue to 
grow, for the firms are coins to spread 
over wider and wider fields, exploiting 
new possibilities. 


"The making of tmoks and develop- 


ment of the possibilities of aviation are 
examples of thrso new fields. 


"And 
then there is th<> export in- 


dustry, wholly untouched .TS yrt. 
V. c 


exported 77,000 oars in the laitl year. 
That is only 8 per cent of our uutput.

Chinese Built First Auto 


With Wind as Its Mo- 


tive Power. 


Although the first gasoline automo- 


bile, was invented in 1892 in America, 
horseless vehicles of various types hud 
been produced centuries earlier, ac- 
cording to a history of the automobile 
recently compiled by C. S. Rleninn, 
vice president of the Elgin Motor Car 
company. 


The first vehicle without animal 


power is found in ancient Chinese rec- 
ords which describe kite tiarriageg 
which were driven by wind blowing 
against sails attached to the body, says 
the history. 


This idea was later transferred to 


England and in 
the 
reign' of King 


James I, a patent was granted to Hugo 
Upton for a wind-driven carriage. 


The next efforts to perfect a self- 


propelled machine came in the eigh- 
teenth century when 
a. man named 


Pinchbeck built a steam-propelled car 
which ran forty minutes without stop- 
ping. 


In 1769 the English inventor Ladd 


further perfected the steam machine 
and carried five passengers at a rate 
of six miles an hour. This was long 
before the invention^of the locomotive. 


In 1802 Richard Trevithick built a. 


steam carriage which ran more than 
ninety miles and was later exhibited 
in London. 


The first practical steam carriage, 


however, was built by Walter Hand- 
cock a. few years later. This machine 
ran 4,200 miles and carried a total of 
12,761 passengers. 


The first internal combustion en- 


gine was invented by Abbe D'Haute- 
feuille In 1678. The explosive power 
of gunpowder was used to drive a pis- 
ton in a cylinder. This principle was 
later adopted in the gasoline engine. 


The first gas engine was invented in 


1884 by Gottlieb Daimler, who applied 
it to a bicycle a. year later.

On the other hand, 
a battery that is almost exhausted will 
freeze at,about 20 degrees above zero. 
In general it might be said that the 
car owner who keeps his battery in a 
fully charged condition need have no 
fear of his battery freezing, but he 
will have to watch it pretty closely to 
see that it is kept fully charged. 


This is one of many interesting 


points touched upon in the new book- 
let on "Winter Care" which the Wil- 
lard Storage Battery company has re- 
cently brought out. In discussing1 this 
booklet, the Willard expert says: 


"Whether a man uses his car or lays 


it up during the winter, the storage 
battery must have particular atten- 
tion.

Mountain in Stage- 


Coach Stunt. 


The proprietor of the stage lino ruru, 


between Los Angeles and Santa Bar 
bara. Calif., has no time to lose. "With 
a load of passengers and baggage in 
his Ooakland eight cylinder, seve 
passenger touring car. and a mightj 
rough piece of country ahead of him 
time is an important element in his 
business. 


But on one of his trips he ivas forcer 


to lose some time in a fashion tha 
thoroughly tested his patience and in 
cidentally furnished ample proof oi 
the power and flexibility in the Oak- 
land eight motor. 


He had, at teh time, ten passengers 


and a pile of baggage aboard, weigh- 
ing, all told, well over 2,000 pounds 
and he was heading up the side of tho 
mountain that looked a toboggan slide 
when he found the narrow road whollj 
taken up by a big. horse-drawn freight 
wagon. There wasn't any other road 
and no rooms to get around the wagon;

5,000 pounds, was driven from San Fran- 
cisco to New York city in 5 days 8 hours 
21 minutes.

At tho end of tho trip tho Hudson was

Heavy rains were encountered in the 
Sierra Nevada mountains on the way 
back, which delayed the time fifteen 
hours.

Perhaps the moat coveted record in the 


world is that for the twenty-four hour 
run. For years the time made by S. F. 
Edge on the Brooklands track, England, 
had stood. 
Ralph MuUord, driving a 


Hudson stock "super-six" chassis, cov- 
ered 1,819 miles in twenty-four hours 
on the Shcepshead Bay track under 
American Automobile association super- 
vision and lowered Edge's record by 
327 miles. 


With Oils' same car, with racing body 


equipment, Mulford had made the fast- 
est time for a stock car on record with 
the 
American 
Automobile association 


when, on JDaytona beach, he covered a 
measured mile at tho rate of 102.53 
miles an hour. 


The greatest hill climb in the world is

drivers looking for mounts. Ira Vail 
bought the Brooklyn demonstrating ear. 
He cut out some of the frame, changed 
the gear ratio, mounted a racing body 
and entered the metropolitan race at 
Shcepshead Bay. Jt was the only car 
that did not. stop in tho 150 mila run 
and-he won third money. 


In the Vanderbilt and Grand Prize 


races 
held in California the "super- 


six" performed, well. Twenty-one cars 
•were entered in the first race, three of 
which were "super-sixes." Six cars fin- 
ished, of which three were Hiidsons.

The very thing that lias proven to be 


the best thing that ever happened to 
the 
automobile industry came in 


threatening guise, and, believe me, it 
had us all scared stiff for a time. 


I refer to the necessity of tilting 


prices, with which we, in common with 
all other automobile manufacturers, 
were confronted a few weeks ago and 
which menace has not yet disappeared 
by any means. 


When, some months ago, it became 


apparent that if prices of materials 
continued to soar, it would be neces- 
sary for all makers to increase prices 
of the finished product, we were 
mighty anxious about the outcome. 


Nobody hailed the prospect with de- 


light—the dealers least of all. They 
were convinced to a man that a price 
increase would b« fatal. 
They were 


certain the demand would drop off to 
nothing. When told that, unless con- 
ditions changed radically and soon, the 
manufacturers' profits would be wiped 
out and prices would have to CO up, 
they preferred to handle the cars on a 
smaller discount basis rather than risk 
aji increase of list price. 


Profit on Cars Decreases. 


Here entered in a factor of which I 


doubt the average buyer was con- 
versant—namely: that dealers' dis- 


counts on automobiles of standard 
makes had long since been cut to tho 
limit. It is very much less than it is 
on articles, such as furniture, pianos, 
farm implements, and other staples. 
Consequently the sacrifice the dealers 
were able to make in that direction 
was wholly inadequate to meet tho 
conditions. There was only one way 
out and that had to be taken at once. 


Prices of both materials and labor 


did continue to go up, and since it was 
a condition and not a theory with 
which manufacturers were confront- 
ed, one after the other bowed to the 
inevitable, and the public saw higher 
prices announced all along the line— 
the press was full of them. 


Then a strange thing happened. In- 


stead of the demand dropping off, as 
we all had anticipated, the automobile 
business has enjoyed one of the big- 
gest booms in in its history. 


This last December was the biggest 


December we nave ever known. 
It 


was more like May. 


Due to Three Things. 


Analyzing the situation, it seems 


this was due to three things: First, 
the prevailing prosperity which en- 
ables many people to buy even at the 
advanced prices, who were not pre- 
viously able to buy at all; and second, 
experience had taught buyers that the 
only time to get a prompt delivery is 
in the winter. When the spring rush 


sots in, early Jn February, It meant * 
weeks, oven months, of delay — with £ 
a shortage of all standard makas of - 
cars at the end. 
" 


But the third reason, and the phase £ 


about which I started to speak and w 
which I think is the best thing that " 
ever happened to the automobile in- " 
dustry, was tho fact that tho public 2 
became aware all at once, and for tho - 
first time, that automobiles are actu- H 
ally made and sold on a smaller per- u 
centage of proflt than almost any other -i 
commodity, not even excepting the H 
staple foodstuffs you buy in the stores.
